Why is thist Does the mind nat 
arally and Irresistildy act In a certain way, while we sleep, and thit 
without any i»oa8iblo useiul piiriH*.seT Oci'taluly not Common sense, 
philoaophy, and history will eoutiudict this supposition. Mankind, in 
all ages and countries, have agreed in bolieviug that dreams have a 
spiritual origin, and to a certain extent, a useful purpose. 

We know by the aacred Scriptures, and by ancient history, that 
dreams of a pre tietic character took place In many Instances In the 
early of the world : and that the courts of the Oriental sovereigns 
were attended by learned men, wUuse business It was to Interpret 
dreams. In modem times In numerable Instances have been recorded 
of dreams, whose symbolical or prophetic characler has been attested 
by their fullllment. 

The popular belief that dreams axe sometimes prophetic, Is shared 
by many scientific and intelligent writers in varloua parts of the world. 

Considering the widt* prevalence of this belief, it is by no means 
surprising to find Ih tL persona have undertaken to trace the connection 
between dreams and the events wdiicb they are supposed to predict. 
They have published books in wdiich the whole matter is reduced to 
system#; and have enunciated the laws of Oneirology as authoritatively 
as others have set forth those of Physios or Mental Philosophy. This 
volume exhibits a specimen of these “ Dream Books." If the reader 
cannot bring himself to assent to those iutorpretations of dreams, he 
will at least find a great deal of entuiiiaiument in reading them. 

They alford a specimen of those theories wliich have entered very 
largely Into the popular belief— a belief which, to a certain extent, is 
undoubtedly founded on observation of facts, and a comparison of 
dreams with the events whioh followed them.

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Advltery, — To dream tliat you are tempted to commit this 
orime, and that you resist the temptation is a lucky omen ; you may 
depend upon being successful in whatever undertaking you may 
be engaged. If you have entered into a speculation it will termin- 
ate favourably. If you are in business you will prosper, and if 
about to be married you have made a fortunate choice of a wife, 
and will be happy. But if, on the other hand, you dream that 
you have of your own free will been guilty of this crime or been 
tempted and have yielded to temptation, and thus been led into the 
commission of it, be assured that troubles and misfortunes will 
come upon you thick and fast, you will certainly fail both in mat- 
ters of love and matters of business.

— To dream of eating beef is a favourable omen, it implies 
that you will always live in plenty if you are not rich ; but to 
dream of beef, and that you have not the power to eat of it foretells 
you will be dependent on another's bounty. 

Bells . — For any person to dream of hearing the bells ringing is 
a favourite thing. To the young it foretells, to a oertainty, a 
happy marriage to the object of their affections on some early day. 
To persons in business it denotes fortune. To a person holding a 
situation under government it foretells his appointment to a higher 
one. If a sailor at sea dreams of hearing the bells, it is a never 
failing omen that his voyage will be prosperous, and that he will 
find a rich wife at the next port he touches.

Buildings. — Should you dream of seeing a large number of 
new buildings, be sure that you are about to remove to a new 
place of abode in some other town, where you will form new friend- 
ships and connexions.

It would be no wisdom 
after so dreaming to make a voyage, cross a river, or even walk 
close by the side of a river or canal for at least a month alter 
dreaming. Those who respect this warning and are cautious will 
have good cause to be grateful f«»r the advice now given. 

Drown, — Should you dream of being drowned, you may look 
forward to severe losses in your business, so heavy in fact that 
you will not be able to recover yourselt 

Drurik . — Should any person drea a of being in a state of intox- 
ication, it implies to them that something is about to occur of 
of which they at present can have no idea ; for instance, to a man 
it denotes that some unexpected good is about to occur to him 
from a source he could not conceive; or that, through the 
instrumentality of some person he never suv/ in his life nor ever 
heard of before, he will attain great wealth and honour.

Eclipse. — To dream of an eclipse of the sun prognosticates the 
death of some aged male relative ; most likely father, grandfather, 
or uncle.

To a woman with child it is very different, it predicts to her that 
she will have a son who will be talented, and rise to great emin* 
ence and honour. Dreaming of the eclipse of the moon denotes 
the death of some female friend or relative, it also implies sorrow 
through a woman ; you may expect, after such a dream, that 
your sweetheart will prove false to you and laugh you to scorn.

Frost. — Whoever dreams of a levere frost may expect trials 
and troubles of no ordinary nature. If the dreamer be a female, 
she may expect sorrow through an artful, designing, and intriguing 
man, who will at first make her subservient to his purposes, but 
afterwards neglect and betray her, taking every opportunity to 
injure and msiilt her. 

Fruit. — Dreaming of fruit has different signfleations according 
to the circumstances of the dream. To dream of seeing a large 
quantity of miscellaneous fruit prognosticates great wealth and 
prosperity, success in love, and happiness in matrimony. To a 
maid it implies a speedy marriage, and to a woman with child it 
denotes she will have a son. To dream of pears denotes great 
wealth to the dreamer, through a matrimonial alliance. Dream- 
ing of peaches forebodes deceit in love and sickness. Pine apples 
imply an invitation to a feast or wedding party. Red and white 
currants, the birth of children ; but to dream of block currants 
forebodes the death of a child. To dream of plums foretells a 
voyage to a foreign country. Figs signify the arrival of wealth 
from a foreign land, also happy old age. Filberts denote happi- 
ness and a numerous family, who will all rise above their sphere.

— To dream that you are at a f^te or gala, foreteUs that 
you will receive intelligence of a joyful nature from some long 
lost friend, or perhaps that some property has been left you, or 
some legacy ; you may also be very fortunate in love and marry 
well. To those who are married it promises children, and to per- 
sons of business it predicts an increase of trade, 

Gallcnos. — It is also a fortunate dream to dream of the gallows, 
inasmuch as it portends that the dreamer will be most successful 
through life, and attain groat honours. To a woman in the 
family way it predicts the birth of a son who will live to be on 
eminent man. 

Game. — To dream of playing at some game, denotes uncertainty 
of livelihood and fickleness in love. To dream of dead game implies 
a wedding. 

Garden, — No dream can be more fortunate than to dream of 
being in a garden surrounded by fruit, flowers, and shrubs. It is 
a certain prognostication of good fortune and afiluent ciroumstanoes, 
audtbe dmmer may expect to rise to honour and dignity.

— If a young woman dreams that she loses her garter 
and her sweetheart picks it up and keeps it, she may be sure that 
he is not sincere in his professions of attachment ; but has a design 
on her virtue. If he however returns it, be will marry her and 
prove a good and loving husband. 

Gaiher. — To dream of gathering ripe fruit implies wealth and 
prosperity, long life and happiness. To dream of gathering flowers 
implies that you will prosper in everything you undertake, and be 
happy in your choice of a lover, marry early, and have many vir- 
tuous children. 

6rAo5i.— -Should you dream that you see a ghost, be sure you 
will meet with disappointment and vexation, and that you have 
some great enemy. If you are in love, your love is not returned, 
but a rival has taken your place. Do not travel after such a dream, 
as you will be liable to accident and misfortune. 

Giant, — Dreaming that you see a giant implies the existence of 
a powerful enemy, a rival Uuuugh whom you will suffer much 
sorrow, but by a proper line of conduct you may frustrate your 
enemy’s designs.

^^fter such a dream, will be sure to lose both ; aud those who enter

ebips, will, before long, have sufficient cause to regret their ill-ad- 
vised and hasty conduct. 

Goose . — If a man dreams of seeing a goose, he may be sure

If you 
are in love depend upon it you have a rival endeavouring to sup- 
plant you in the affections of your beloved, with proper conduct on 
your part he will not succeed. 

Gyves and Fetters, — Bad indeed is it to dream of wearing these 
emblems of orinie and punishment, and unhappy is the dreamer ; 
it is entirely a dream of fate, and if the dreamer be a man it de- 
notes that through life, he will be unruly, turbulent, and dissatis- 
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fled ; entering freely into plots and conspiracies against the goveru- 
ment and state, wldoh will all end in his own defeat and disgrace, 
and most likely severe punishment. If the dreamer be a female, 
It shows that she w ill be of a rash, imperious, intriguing, and de- 
signing disposition, but that her schemes will always be defeated 
or miscarry through her own temper and rash conduct. If any one 
is so unfortunate as to marry her she will lead him an unhappy 
life ; fickle, as well as unfaithful, she will make a false wife and a 
cruel mother, and will live to be cursed, even by her own husband 
and her own children. 

Hack'iiey Coach, — To dream that you are riding about in one 
of these vehicles, implies a deal of trouble and anxiety about family 
matters, that will cause you a deal of travelling backwards and 
forwards.

them with one of your garters on going to bed round your left 
wrist, tying the other garter round your head, then repeat these 
lines : 

“ St. Peter take it not amisn, 

To try your favour I’ve done this ; 

Favour me tluui, if you plea.se, 

You are the keeper of the keys ; 

Let me then your induence prove 
And show to me my wedded love 

/ nd In that night’s dream your husband will appear to you. If 
you have no dream you will never be married. 

FULL MOON. 

Borrow a wedding-ring of some married friend (a widow’s will 
not do), taking care not to mention the reason why you borrow it, 
wear it for throe hours before you retire for the night ; then take 
it off and suspend it by a hair of your head over your pillow, then 
take a sheet of paper and draw a cirolo on it, and within the circle 
write that portion of the marriage service beginning with the 
words, “ with this ring I thee wed,” &c., and over the circle write 
your own name in full, and your age in figures ; then place It 
under your pillow, and your dream will fully explain to you who 
you are to marry ; aho many things relating to your future fate. 
If your dream is vague and indistinct, be aure you will never marry 
at all. 

ON THE FIRST AND THIRD OF A NEW MOON. 

Get nine mistletoe berries and steep them in a mixture of wine 
and ale, vinegar and honey ; take thorn like pills on going to bed, 
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and you wfll dream of your future dcatiny : endeavour to remem- 
ber particulars of your droamj and refer for an explanation to 
the pages of this wor£ 

ON THE 27th OF JUNE. 

On the morning of the twenty-seventh of J une gather a full 
blown red rose, pluck it between three and four in the morning, 
and take care no one sees you ; then take it to your chamber and 
bold it over a chafing-dish containing charcoal and sulphur of 
brimstone ; hold the rose over the smoke for about five minutes, 
and it will have a wonderful effect on it ; before the rose gets cool, 
put it on a sheet of paper on which is written your name and the 
name of him you love best, also the date of the year and the name 
of the morning star ; fold it and seal it with three neat seals and 
bury it at the foot of the tree from which you gathered the flower ;

If you draw a blank, it shows celibacy. If a figure, seduction;

CONCLUDI.vg kemarks on dreams, 

And how those erujaged in some Trades and ProfessionSy dbc. 
are affected by them. 

That may be called a dream which proceeds either from the spirit 
of the phantasy and intellect united together, or by the illustration of 
the agent intellect above oui souls, or by the true revelation of some 
divinS power in a quiet and purified mind ; for by this our soul re- 
ceives true oracles, atid abundantly yields prophecies to us ; as in 
dreams we seem both to ask questions and learn to find them out. 
Also many doubtful things many' policies, many things unknown, 
unwished for, and never attempted by our Riinds, are manifested 
to us in dreams ; also the representation of things unknown, and 
unknown plar^s, also appear to us, and the images of men, both 
alive and dead ; nud thingM to ccuuo are foretold, and also which 
at any time have happened are revealed, which we know not by 
any report. And these kind of dreams need not any interpreta- 
tion, as those which belong to divination, not to foreknowledge ; 
and it comes to pass that they who have dreams for the most part 
understand them not ; for, as to have dreams is from the strength 
of imagination, so to understand them is from the strength of un- 
derstanding. He, therefore, whose intellect being overwhelmed 
by too much commerce of the flesh, is in a deep sleep, or his fantas- 
tic power, or spirit is too dull and unpolished, so that it cannot 
receive the species and representation which flow from the rape- 
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rior intellect ; this man, I say, is altogether unfit for the receiving 
of dreams and prophesying by them. Therefore it necessary 
that he who would receive true dreams, should keep a pure, un^* 
disturbed, and imaginative spirit: and so compose it that it may 
be made worthy of the knowdodge and government by the mind, 
for such a spirit is most fit for prophesying, and in a most clear 
glass of all ijmiges which flow everywhere from all things. When, 
therefore, we are sound in body, not disturbed in mind, our intel- 
lect not made dull by heavy meats and strong drink, not sad tl) rough 
poverty, nor provoked through lust, nor incited by any vice, nor 
stirred up by wrath or auger, not being irreligiously and profanely 
inclined, not given to levity, nor lost in dnmkonness ; hut chastely 
going to bod, fall asleep, then our pure and divine soul being free 
from all the evils above n'cited, and separated from all hurtful 
thoughts, and now freed, by dreaming, is endowed with this divine 
spirit as an instrument, and doth receive fbo.se beams and repre- 
sentations which are darted down as it were, and shine forth from 
the divine mind into itself, in a deifying glass. It does more cer- 
tainly, more clearly, and efficaciously behold all things, than by 
the vulgar inquiry of the intellect, and by the discourse of reason. 
The divine person instructing the soul, being invited to their so- 
ciety by the opportunity of the nocturnal Rolitarincss, neither will 
that spirit of genius be wanting to him when he is awake, which 
rules all our actions. But there are four kinds of true dreams, 
viz,, the first, matutine, i. e, between *^l«‘eping and waking; the 
second, that which one sees concerning another ; the tliird, that 
whose interpretation is shown to the same dreamer in the nootumal 
vision ; and, lastly, that which is related to the same dreamer in 
the nocturnal vision. Bui natural things and their own oo-mix- 
tures do likewise belong unto wise men, wc often use such to 
receive oracles from a spiiii by a dream, which are either by per- 
fumes, unctions, moats, drinks, rings, seals, A:c. Now those who 
are desirous to receive oracles in or throne b a dream, let them 
make themselves a ring of the sun or Sul urn for this purpose. 
There are likewise images of dreams, which being put under the 
head when he goes to sleep, doth effectually have true dreams of 
whatever the mind hath bf'f.c e .! termimid of which is as follows: 

Thou ehalt make an image of the sun, the figure whereof must 
he a man sleeping upon tho ho.som of an angel ; which thou shalt 
make when Leo ascends, the sun being in tho ninth house in 
Aries ; then you must write upon the figure the name of the effect 
desired, and in the hand of tho angel tho name and character of 
the intelligence of tho sun, w hich is Michael. 

Let the same image bo made in virgo ascending. Mercury being 
fortunate in Aries in tho ninth, or Gemini ascending, Mercury 
being fortunate in the ninth house in Atjuarius ; and let him bo 
received by Saturn with a fortunate aspect, and let the name of 
the spirit (whioh is Raphael) be written upon it. Let the same

likewire be made, Libra ascending, VenuB being received fiom 
Mercury in Gemini in the ninth house, and write upon it the name 
of the angel of Venus (which is Annael), Again you make the 
flame image, Aquaiiug aflcon-'^ing, Saturn fortunately possessing 
the. ninth in his ejtaltatiou, which is Libra, and lot there be 
written upon it the name of the angel of Saturn (which is Cassi-al), 
7’h0 same may he made with Cancer ascending, the moon 
being received by Jupitoi and Venus is Pisces, and being fortunate- 
ly placed in the ninlh house, and write up.m it the spiiit of the 
moon, (which is G.iLrii 1). 

There are likewise madtj liujiH of dreams of wonderful etficacy, 
and there are rings of llie Sun and Saturn, and the constellation 
of them is when the Sun. or Sat urn asctnid in their exaltation in 
the ninth house of the nativity, and write and engrave upon the 
rings the name of tlie Sutr or Saliini, and by theac rules you may 
know how and by what means (o const itute more of yourself. But 
Ruowthis, that such images work nothing (as they are simply im- 
ages), except they are viviht^«I by a spiriUtal nnd celestial virtue and 
chiefly by the ardent desire and firm intent of the soul of the oper- 
ator. But who can give a sou! to an i UMgc, or make a stone, or 
metal, or chiy, or wood, or wax, or paper to live? Certainly no 
man v/hatever ; for tins arcanum doth not outer into an artist of 
a stifi nock ; he only hath it, who ti auseends the progress of angels, 
.Slid cf-mes to the very Arch type himself. The tables of nuinberp 
I'kov'ise confer to the receiving of oracles, being duly formed under 
i.heir own coiisioliatious. 

Therefore he who is desirous of receiving true oracles by dreams, 
let him abstain from supper, b om drink, aud be otherwise well dis- 
posed, so his brain will be free from turbulent vapours; let him 
also have his bed-chamber fair and clean, exorcised and consecra- 
ted, then let him perfume the same with some convenient fumiga- 
tion, and let him anoint his temples with some unguent efficacious 
hereunto, and put a. ring of dreams upon his finger ; then let him 
lake (me of th(‘ imagers wo have spoken of, and place tho same un- 
der his head ; thou let him addiess himself to sleep, meditating 
upon that thing which ho desires to know, So shall ho receive a 
most certain and undoubted oracle by « dream, when the moon 
goes thrf)Ugh the sign of th<- ninth revolution of hifl nativity, and 
when she is in the ninth sign from tho sign of perfection. 

This is the way whereby wo may obtain all sciences and arts 
whatsoever, whether astrology, occult philosophy, physic, &o; or 
else suddenly and perh cil}’^ with a true illumination of our intel- 
lect, although all inferior familiar spirits whatsoever conduce to this 
effect, and sometimes also evil spirits sensibly inform us intrinsi- 
cally I'.nd extrinsically. 

It would be unwise, and highly censurable for any one to fos- 
ter aud encourage an entire credence in the prognostications of 
•very dream that vish.s our sleeping hours ; and, on the other 
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hand, it would be equally ao in sceptioally disregarding thoM 
admonitions whioh, for some wise purpose, are frequently given 
us during the time of sleep. To be entirely the yiotiins of the 
first, would make our lives miserable ; and the utter disbelief of 
all premonitions in dreams, has many times been attended with 
disastrous consequences. History, both ancient and modem, 
abounds with instanoes of the benefits which have accrued to 
those who have been “ forewarned, and were forearmed’* against 
impending evils, whioh had been revealed to them in their dreams. 
And, alas ! how many have had to regret that they did not pay 
more attention to the*' silent messenger” which visited them when 
enjoying “ nature*8 sweet restorer, balmy sleep.” 


When Royal heads are laid upon the pillow, balmy sleep is 
often accompanied by dreams either of a pleasant or a painful 
nature ; therefore it behoves even those to pay attention to the 
silent monitor. History, both sacred and profane, reooi-ds instan- 
ces of the royal mind being troubled or pleased, according to the 
nature of the dream. When their dreaniH are of aggi andizement 
and unlimited power by unjufit means, their schemes and plans 
will be often thwarted, and some painful event will occur. 

If a member of the A ristocracy dreams of being engaged in 
some intrigue or disreputable project, he or she may be sure that 
trouble and aifiiotion will shortly visit the dreamer. If, on the 
other hand, he or she should dream of being the promoter and 
enoourager of some benevolent and philanthropic project, the 
dreamer will, ere long, be gladdened by having an additional 
honour added to his or her title. 

Should the Statesman dream of being engaged in propounding 
and enacting arbitrary and unjust laws to curtail the liberty of 
the people, it is very probable that he will be speedily called upon 
to submit to defeat, and have to retire into private life. Should 
he, on the contrary, dream that he is engaged in propounding and 
enacting wise and just measures for the benefit of the people, he 
may rest assured that his exalted station will shortly be further 
honoured by his sovereign’s and the nation’s gratitude. 

If a Bishop should dream that he has been translated to a sea 
of greater emolument, he will shortly bo called upon to endure 
trials of no ordinary nature. 

Should a Vicar dream that he has been presented to a richer 
living, he may rest assured that heavy affliction, either personal 
or relative, is about to fall upon him. 

If a Curate should dream that ho heis incurred the displeasure 
of his incumbent, and is about to be dismissed from bis charge, 
he will shortly be rejoiced by receiving an intimation from his 
diocesan that he has been presented to an inonmbenoy. 

Should a Dissenting Minister dream that he has reoedved a 
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OtiH from a coxxgregatiou where the emoluments are far greater 
than those he at present receives, he will speedily be called upon 
to endure heavy trouble by souuns and disuensions in the chiuroh 
over which he presides. 

If a Judgt of our criminal courts dreams that he is passing the 
last sentence of the law upon a oonviotod criminal, he must not 
be surprised if he is called upon soon to endure some severe 
domestic affliction ; but if he should dream that he is discharging 
a prisoner after am honourable acquittal, he will speedily be grati- 
fied by learning that some signal honours are about to be conferred 
upon him. 

Should a Barri&ter dream that he is engaged in pleading the 
cause of one whom he knows to be guilty, he may be assured that 
soma painful calamity is about to happen to him. But should he 
dream that he is pleading the cause of one whom he knows to be 
Uinocent, he will ghorlly be gladdened by increasing prosperity in 
Lis profession. 

If an Attorney should dream that he is engaged in a case in 
which his fees will be extraordinarily large, he must not be sur- 
prised if he ii soon doomed to suflfer an ignorainious defeat. 

Should a Banker dream that public confidence in his stability 
is shaken and disturbed, he will shortly bo gladdened by having 
exlraonlinary large deposits placed under his care. 

If a Ship-QVrruT whould dream that one or more of his vessels 
are lost at sea, he will, ere long, be rejoiced to learn that the dis- 
aster foreshadowed in his dream has been happily averted, 
though his ships have been in imminent danger. 

If a Merchant should dream that a large consignment of his 
goods has been lost at sea, he will soon bo gladdened by a com- 
munication that the said goods have been disposed of to a very 
great advantage. 

Should a Manufacturer dream he has suffered great loss by 
the failure of a house with which he has been doing business, he 
will shortly be rejoiced to learn not only that the house is safe, 
but that some old out-standing debts, which he never expected 
to recover, have been paid to his account. 

If an Engineer should dream that a project which he had 
propounded and attempted to carry out for overcoming some dif- 
ficulty had proved abortive, it is a sign that he will soon be grati- 
fied by learning that his name has been placed amongst those sot 
apart for honorary distinction in that profession. 

Should an Accountant dream that his calculations arc cor- 
rect to the smallest iota, he will soon be chagrined by having 
an intimation given to him that his future services will be dis- 
pensed with. 

If a Clerk in a counting-house should dream that he has made 
some egregious blunder in his books, he will soon be g^tifled by 
haying the oommendation of his employer for the correct maimer 
in which he keeps hia hooks. 
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if a Tailor should dream that he has had a garment thrown 
on his hands oh acootmt of its being a misfit, he will shortly bo 
highly gratified by witnessing a large increase of patronage from 
wealthy persons. 

Should a Boot aiui dream that he has executed 

some orders that will enhance his fame as a first-rate hand in the 
trade, it is a sign that he will be unsuccessful in business, and 
losses will fall upon him. 

If a Hatter should dream that he had lost a good customer 
by forcing upon him a hat which was imperfectly finished, he 
will shortly be gratified by receiving a large order from a trust- 
worthy foreign house. 

Should a Hosier dream that ho has fully established himself 
in his business by the superiority of his hose over every one in 
the trade, it is a significant intimation that his transactions in 
trade will full oil, bis former customers will go elNiJwhere, and 
he will sooh have to shut up his :hop. 

If a Li/ien Drax^er dreams that he has incurred the displea- 
sure and lost the patronage of two or three of his best customers, 
he will shortly bo overjoyed by the increased popularity of his 
establishment — his place of business being thronged with first- 
class customers from morning till night. 

Should a Woollen Draper dream that he has scoured the 
patronage of some of the first families in the town in which he 
dwells, he may feel pretty confident that some serious reverses 
ere about to fall upon him — affliction in his family, losses in trade, 
and probabljr destruction of hie property by fire, 

If a Cabinet Maker dreams that his promises, wherein he has 
a large stock of costly furniture, has taken fire, and been all con- 
sumed, he will in a short time be rejoiced by receiving orders 
from several wealthy families for some of the most costly articles 
in his store-room. 

Should an Ironmonger dream that ho has suffered a serious 
loss by the failure of a person in the building trade, one of his 
best customers, he will soon have to rejoice from the fact that 
his business is increasing, and that the builder is not only solv- 
ent, but in a prosperous position. 

If a Jeweller should dream that his promises have been bur- 
glarously entered by thieves, and a large portion of his valuable 
property carried off, he will speedily be gladdened by receiving 
an intimation that by the death of a relative, some valuable pro- 
perty has been left to him. 

Should a Bookseller dream that his propei ty has been seri- 
ously dfimaged by a destructive fire occurring in a neighbouring 
building, he will shortly be gratified by witnessing an increase 
in his business, and the acquisition of a large number of wealthy 
customers. 

If a Shopkeeper should dream that a customer has absconded 
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without paying hia bill, he will be gladdened by reoeiying the 
amount of hie claim, and several freeh customora. 

Should an OvtrlooktT in a manufactory dream that he is at 
Torianoe with, those under his superTieion, he may be certain that 
troubles of no ordinary kind are about to assail him. 

If a person engaged in some Mtntal employment should 
dream that he has made some serious error either in calculation 
or grammatical accuracy, such person will soon be oveijoyeJ by 
learning that he is about to be advanced to a position far abore 
that which he at present holds. 

If a W^OTklftiaiil in any kind of Tncchanical labour should dream 
that he has a disagreement with his cmplnyer, or a quarrel with 
a fellow-workman, he may rest assured that he is about to be 
called upnn to endure some heavy^ trouble and affliction. 

If a Soldier^ with his regiment on foreign service, dreams of 
home and absent relatives and friends, it is a sign that he will be 
shortly ordered to engage in some enterprise of a difficult and 
dangerous nature. 

Should a Sailor ^ whilst slung in his ham-.riock, dream of home 
and those dear to him left behind, it is a warning to him that he 
will shortly be exposed to imminent danger from the wreck of 
the vessel in which he is sailing. 

If an Agricyitural Lahourtr dreams that he attending to the 
plough, and that,the horses become so restive and unmanageable, 
that he is obliged to give them a severe whipping, it behoves him 
to be very careful, or, the next time he is engaged in thie employ- 
ment, those very horses may be the instruments whereby he may 
come to a violent death. 

Should a Gardeiwr dream that a sudden blight has fallen 
upon some favourite plants, which he has attended to with anxious 
solicitude, it is a sign that he will shortly be gratified by receiv- 
ing the commendations of his employer for the neat, judicious, 
and skilful manner in which ho has fulfilled his duties. 

If a Groom dreams that he has received a serious injury by a 
kick from one of the horses under his care, he will be rejoiced to 
hear that a large legacy has been left to him. 

Should a Butler dream that some thieves have broken into the 
wine* cellar, and carried away a large quantity of the choicest 
wine, he will, ere long, be overjoyed by learning that his salary 
has l^en considerably increased. 

If a Footman should dream that he has lost his situation 
through the slanders and misrepresentations of an enemy, he wUl 
shortly be rejoiced to learn that by the death of a relative, he haa 
had a large fortune left to him. 

Should the Coachman dream that the carriage haa been over- 
turned, and himself and the occupants of the carriage seriously 
lajured, it is a sign that he will soon be dismissed from his situa- 
tion with a bad oharaoter. 
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If a Govemen should dream that one or more of her youthful 
pnpila aeema inattentire to her inatmctiona, and tnanifeata a difr< 
ob^ient and refractory Bijirit, ahe may expect Boon to learn that 
a young gentleman to whom she l« tenderly attached, is about to 
offer her hie hand and heart in marriage. If, on the other hand, 
Bhe should dream that her pupils are docile and attentive, and 
that her dutie^^ are exceedingly pleasant, it is more than probable 
that she will shortly be assailed by severe and heavy trials, from 
which her health will be seriously impaired. 

Should a Lady‘s Maid drenm that she has had a serious 
quarrel with her mistress, and is apprehensive that she will have 
to leave her situation, it behoves her to be on her guard, for the 
stability of her chastity will bo soon tested by one to whom she 
has long given her affections. 

If a Cook dreams that she has so skiifnlly fulfilled her duties, 
that she has received the praises and commendations of her 
master and mistress, she may rest assured that heavy trouble^* 
and afflictions are about to visit her. 

Should a Hotbse Maid dream that she has nuarrelled with 
another servant, and that her mistress has threatened to discharge 
them both, she must not be surprised if, ere long, she meets a 
young man, who has been paying his addresses to her, walking 
out with another young woman arm-in-arm. 

If a Nwrtt Maid dreams that one of the children under her 
care is seized with a sudden severe indisposition, it is a sign that 
she will shortly be addressed by a young man of g(K)d qualities, 
and every way worthy of her regard. 

Should a Scullery Maid dream that the cook has been finding 
fault with her and blaming her for something of which she was 
entirely innocent, the dreamer will soon be gladdened by being 
promoted to a higher position in the household. 

If a Servant of all Work dreams that she has got a fellow 
sefvant (with whom she is at enmity) discharged from her situ- 
ation by tale-telling, the dreamer must not be surprised if soon 
compelled to abandon her situation on account of over-stepping 
the tH)unds of modesty and virtue. 

Should a Laundress dream that she has accidentally spoiled 
some linen under her care, she will shortly be overjoyed by 
learning that a handsome legacy has been left to her by a distant 
relative, lately deceased. 

If a MiXliner dreams that she has secured the patronage of 
some ladies of wealth and influence, it is a sign that she will soon be 
visited with heavy trials, losses in business, and eventually come 
to extreme poverty. 

Should a Dress Maker dream that she has unfortunatety 
offended one of her best customers, by making her a dress that 
doea not fit her, it is a signification that the dreamer wUl soon 
hm some tidings that will fill her soul with joy and gladassi, 
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Should the Wift of a working man dream that her husband 
has lost his situation through his own misoonduot, she will soon 
be rejoiced to learn that he has been advanced to another depart- 
ment of labour, in which his weekly earnitiijs will be considerably 
larger than than they have heretofore been. 

If a Widow dreams that she has again been solicited to enter 
into the married state, it is a certain token that she will soon be 
visited with severe indisposition, and perhaps death. 

Should the Mother of a Soldier dream that her son is exposed 
to some imminent danger that threatens his life, she will soon 
be overjoyed by receiving a communication from him that he is 
in good health, and that he has been promoted to a higer grade 
in his profe8^^ion.

If the clouds in the south are ruddy in the evening, sunshiny 
and rainy weather will prevail for some time afterward. 

When the face of the moon is partially obscured by a light 
thill vapour, rain will shortly follow. 

When the rays from the sun at mid-day are more than ordi- 
narily daz/.ling, rainy weather will shortly succeed. 

In summer-time, when the swallows fly near to the ground, 
rainy weather will assuredly soon follow. 

The shrill crowing of the cock during rainy weather, is a sign 
that drought will speedily prevail. 

When the smoke from the chimney falls down toward the 
ground, instead of rising upward, it is a sign that rainy weather 
will soon follow. 

If on a foggy morning in summer the fog rises upward, it 
will be a fine day ; if the fog falls to the ground, it will be wet. 

When, in summer-time, yon see the cattle grazing in a field 
gathering together in groups, bo assured that a thunder-storm is 
approaching. 

When yon see the fowls in a farm-yard flocking together under 
gome covert, be assured that ungonial weather is about to succeed. 

When the rooks in flying over your head, make an extraordi- 
nary and discordaijt cawing, rain will cojne on shortly. 

When you see your dog or cat more than ordinary restless, 
frisking about the house in all directions, be assured that some 
boisterous weather will shortly follow. 

In rainy weather, when you hear the chirping of the sparrows 
on the house-top more shrill than usual, it is a sign that clear 
and dry weather wll quickly succeed. 

When you see u vapoury fluid resting upon a stagnant pond 
on the fore-part of the day, you may conclude that rainy weather 
will shortly come on. Should the vapour ascend and clear away, 
a continued drought may bo Huticipatod. 

In Humnier, when the atmosphere is deuse and heavy, and there 
is scjarcoly a breath of air, be assured that a thunder-storm is 
coming on. 

When the flrmEunent is lighted up with meteoric phenomena, 
such as falling stars, globes of fire, Ac., changeable and boisterous 
weather may be expected to prevail. 

When the rising sun appears like a solid maos of fervent-heated 
metal, and no rays appear to emanate therefrom, fine and dry 
weather may be confidently anticipated. 

When the sun sets in a halo of ruddy brightness, genial and 
bright weather may be fully relied for the ooming day. 

When the moon appears of a ruddy hue, stormy a^ boisterous 
weather may be expected to follow. 

When the stars appear of a sparkling brightness, fine and g^enial 
weather may be expected to prevail for some time. Should the 
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stars appear obscure and dim, chanjreablo and rainy weather may 
be anticipated. 

The luminoua appearance of the Aurora Borealis, or Northern 
Lights in the flrxnament, foretells the approach of stormy and 
boisterous weather. 

When the setting sun in the autumn or winter seasons appears 
ruddy, it is a sign that high and boisterous winds may be ex- 
pected to blow from the north and north-west. When the sun 
at its rising in the autumn or winter seasons appears ruddy, it 
foretells that high and boisterous winds may be anticipated to 
blow from the south and south-east. 

When the soH-birds are observed flocking toward the shore, 
storms and tempests may be confidently expected. 

When in the early autumn season the migratory birds are seen 
flfjcking together, and taking their dejiarture, it is a certain 
sign that rough and boisterous weather is approaching, and that 
a severe winter may be anticipated. 

When the doves around a dove-cote make a more than ordi*' 
nary cooing, and froquf'ntly pass in and out of their cote, it is a 
sign that a cliange of weather is near. 

When the robin approaches your habitation, it is a sign that 
wintry weath it will shortly prevail. 

When the® is a thick vapoury nust resting on the tops of 
high hills in the morning, and remains there duringthe day, it is 
a sign that W3t and un genial weather may be anticipated. Should 
the mist ovenhially rise upward, and bo evaporated by the sun’s 
rays, a retui n to fine dry weather may be looked for j if, how- 
ever, the misi falls ilovm into the valley, a continuation wet 
w^eather will prevail. 

intakii^jf a walk, you should see a single magpie, it is a 
bad omen, especially if it should fly past yuu to the left hand j 
but if it shoijd pass you to the right hand, the good will coun- 
terbalance tha bad. Should you see two magpies together, expect 
to hear of something to your advantage — a proposal of marriage, 
if single ; or a legacy of money bequeathed to you : should the 
magpies fly ptist you together to your right hand, your own mar- 
riage, or the marriage of some one nearly related to you, will 
occur in a ah jrt time. The seeing of several magpies together, 
is considered j very fortunate omen. 

May is coxjiidered an unlucky month to marry in, therefore 
avoid doing if possible. If you can catch a snail by the horns 
on the first ci May, and throw it over your shoulders, you will 
be lucky throiighout the year. If you place one on a slate on that 
day, it will dMcribe by its turnings the initials of your future 
partner’s nama. 

If a young man or young woman on going up a flight of stairs 
should stumlie in the middle of the flight, it is a sign tl^t his 
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or her marriage will take plaoe in a ehort time ; if the ittimbling 
ehould be near the top of the etain, then hia or her marriage 
will be immediately consummated* 

If a marriage procession on proceeding to church or chapel 
should happen to meet a funeral procession, it is considered an 
unlucky omen to the expectant bride j if, on returning after the 
solemnization of the rite, a funeral procession should pass the 
bridal party, it is an unfavourable sign to the bridegroom. 

If a young person, when seated at the tea-table should ob- 
serve one or more stalks of the tea-plant in the newly -poured-out 
cup, and if, on stirring the tea and holding the spoon in the 
middle of the liquid, the stalk or stalks should oome close to the 
spoon-handle, it is a token that ho or she will be soon married. 

When the house-dog is unusually restless, and howls dismally 
in the night-time, it is a sign that sickness and death are about 
to visit the family to whom the dog belongs. 

When the wick of your candle shows a bright spark in the 
midst of the fiamo, it is a sign that a long-absent inend is about 
to visit you. 

When the ribs of your fire-grate arc more than usual covered 
with flakes of soot, it is a sign that a stranger is about to visit 
your habitation. 

The Dumb Cake -On St. Markus Bve, it it still a custom 
for young maidens to make the “ Dumb Cake,'' a mystical 
ceremony. The number of the party never exceeds three ; they 
meet in silence to make the cake, and as soon as the clock strikes 
twelve, they each break a portion off to eat, and when done, they 
walk up to bed backwards without speaking a word, for if one 
speaks the spell is broken. Those that are to be married see the 
likeness of their sweethearts hurrying after them, as if wishing 
to catch them before they get into bed, but the maids being apprized 
of this before-hand, (by the cautions of old women who have 
tried it,) take care to unpin thoir clothes before they start, and 
are ready to slip into bed before they are caught by the pursuing 
shadow ; if nothing is seen, the desired token may be a knocking 
at the doors, or a rustling in the house, as soon as they have 
retired. To be convinced that it comes from nothing else but 
the desired cause, they are always particular in turning out the 
oats and dogs before the ceremony begins. Those that are to die 
unmarried neither see nor hear any thing ; but they have terrible 
dreams, which are sure to be of new-made graves, winding- 
sheets, and church-yards, and of rings that will fit no finger, or 
which, if they do, crumble into dust as soon as put on. 

There is another dumb ceremony, of eating the yolk of an egg 
in silence, and then filling the shell with salt, when the sweet- 
heart is sure to make the visit in some way or other before 
morning. 

On this same night of St. Mark too, the more stoat-hearted 
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watch the ohuroh-poroh ; they go in the eyening and lay in the 
dinrcb* porch a branoh of a troe, or a flower, large enough be 
readily found in the dark, and then return home to wait the 
•approach of midnight. They are to proceed to the porch again 
l*efore the clock strikes twelve, and to remain in it till the clock 
has struck ; as many as choose accompany the maid, who took 
the flower or branob and is to fetch it again, as far as the ohuroh- 
gate, and there wvdt till their adventuring companion retuma, 
who, if she is to be marriud within the year, is to see a marriage 
procession {)aaa by her, with a bride in her own likeness hanging 
on each arm of her future hueb^md ; as many bridesmen and 
maidens os appear to follow them, so many months is the maid 
to wait before her marriage. If she is to die unmarried, then 
the expected procession is to be a funeral, consisting of a ooi&n 
covered x^ith a white sheet, home on the shonlders of shadows 
that seem without heads. 

In many parts of Scotland, at Shrove-tide, crawdie is the 
dinner of the lower cIbas, instead of pancakes ; and a ring is put 
into one of tho basins set apart for the unmarried portion of the 
guests at table. The finder of this ring in his or her portion 
of the crowdie, it is confidently believed by the rest of the eaters 
will be married in a short time. 

Another cu^tom among the Sc(#tch is the baking and eating 
of the Bannich Junii^ or sauty bannocks.'’ They ore made 
of eggs and meal mixed vfith salt to make them “ sauty,” and 
being baked or toasted on the gridiron, ** are regarded by old 
and young as a most delioious treat," They have a charm” 
in tbeu) which enables the highlander to “ spoil” out his future 
wife : this consists of some article being intermixed in the meal- 
dough, and to whom falls the “ sauty bannock” which contains 
it, is sure — if not already married to be mairied before long. 

The Bannich Brauder^ or ** dreaming bannocks” are also 
thought much of by the Scotch. They oontaiu “a Htflo of that 
substance which chimney-sweeps call soot.” In baking them 
” the baker must be as mute as a stone-r-one word would destroy 
the whole concern.” Each perstm has one, slips off quietly to 
bed, lays his or her head on the bannock, • and the swoethoart of 
each appears in dreams during sleep.

of Features. 

Astrology is m celestial Mcit mje that treats of the doctrine of 
the stars, which are placed in the flriuamoixt of hearen, for the 
use and ^nefit of many and it is proved, by daily observation and 
experience^ that the fate of every person in existence is not only 
written in the heavens at the time of each of their said births, 
but that the same is also etamped and marked out in the face 
and hands of every man. The one is called Physiognomy^ and 
the (►th«^r Chiromancy, or Palmistry — bo that the fate of every 
person is written in three places, at the birth of every individual, 
riis, — first, in the heavonb, secondly, in their faces, and thirdly, 
in their hands, all of whicli I shall explain to you in the course 
of this work, and shall therefore proceed to inform your judgment 
and understanding in the science of physiognomy. In the first 
place, observe the following rules : — 

L — The gentleman whose hair is very black and smooth, 
hanging far over his shoulders, and in large quantity, is mild 
but resolute ; cool, until greatly provoked ; not much inclined 
to excess of any kind, but he may be persuaded to it. He is 
constant in his attaohmenta, and not liable to many misfortunes. 

II. — A lady with the same kind of hair, is moderate in her 
desires of every kind, addicted to reflection, and though not snb- 
jeot to violenoe in love, is steady in her attachments, and no 
enemy to its pleasures ; of a constitution neither vigoroxis nor 
feeble. 

III. — If the hair is very black, ehort, a^d curling, the gentle- 
meR will be very much given to liquor, eomewhat quarrelsome, 
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and of an nnaettled tamper ; mora doooroiu, and lesa steady in 
his undertakings, but ardent at the beginning of an enterprise. 
He will be desirous of riohos, but will often be disappoint^ in 
his wishes therein. 

IV. — The same may be said of a lady. 

V. — A gentleman with dark brown, long, and smooth hair, ie 
generally of a robust constitution ; obstinate in his temper, eager 
in his pursuits, a lover of the fair sex., fond of variety, in his 
ordinary pursuits exceedingly curious, and of a flexible disposi- 
tion. He will live long, unless guilty of early intemperance. 

VI. — A lady with the same kind of hair will be nearly the 
same as the gentleman, but more steady in her conduct and 
attachments, especially in love. She will be of a good constitu- 
tion, have many children, enjoy good health, and a reasonable 
share of happiness. 

VII. — If the hair is short and bushy, it will make very little 
alteration in the gentleman or la<ly, but that the gentlemau will 
be more forward to strike when provoked, and the lady will be 
more of a scold. 

VIII. — A gentleman with b'ght brown, long smooth hair, is 
of a peaceable, even, and rather generous temper ; will prevent 
mischief if in his power, but when very mufih provoked will 
strike furiously j but is afterwards soryfor bia passion, and 
soon appeased j strongly attached to the company of ladies, and 
will protect them from insult. Upon the whole, he is in general 
an amicabla character, affable and kind. 

IX. — A lady with the same kind of hair is tender hear ted, but 
hasty in temper; neither obstinate nor haughty; her inclination 
to love never unreasonable; her constitution will bo good, but 
she will be seldom very fortunate. 

X. — A gentleman with fair hair will be of a weak constitution ; 
his mind given tiiucb to rcflectiou, especially on religious matters. 
He will be assiduous in his occupation, but not given to rambling; 
very moderate in his amor ous wishes, but he will not live to an 
old age. 

XI. — A lady with this coloured hair is on the contrary of a 
good constitution ; never to be diverted from her purposes ; pas- 
‘.ionatc in love affairs, never easy unless in oornpjiny, and delights 
in hearing herself praisv'd, especially for boau<y; delights in 
dancing and strong exorcises, and commonly lives to a groat age. 

XII. — A gentleman with long red hair is cunning, artful, 
and deceitful ; he is much addicted to tralHo of some kind, rest- 
less in his disposition, constantly roving, and desirous of enjojung 
the pleasures of love. He is covetous of getting money, and 
spends it foolishly : he is indefatigable, and no obstacle will in - 
duce him to forsake his enterprize until he has seen the issue of 
it. He is Inclined to timidity, but by reflection, may correct it; 
and pass for a man of courage. 
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XIII. — A lady with tha aame Hnd of hair, fa glib of tongnei 
talkatiye and Tain ; bar tamper ia impatiant and fleryi and will 
not anbmit to oonti^iotion ; aha haa a oonatant flow of apirita, 
and mnoh giren to tha pleasurea of loye. Howeyer delicate 
her person may seem, her oonstitution fs gonerally vigorous ; 
but sbe seldom livoa to see old age, for obvious reasons ; ber 
promises are seldom to be depended upon, because the next object 
that engrosses her attention makes bor forgetful of every thing 
that preceded it, and will always resent any disappointment aha 
may meet with- 

1 will now proceed to give some few instructions oonoeroing 
the hair in other particulars, by the following remarks: — 

XIV. — If the hair falls off at the fore part of the head, the 
person will be easily led, thongb otherwise rational, and will 
often be duped, when he thinks he is acting right ; he will like- 
wise frequently meet with disappointments in money matters, 
which will either hurt his credit, or force him to shorten his 
expenses.

— If the hair fonus an arc^i round the forehead, without 
being much indented at the temples, both the gentleman and the 
lady will be innocent, credulous, moderate in all their desires, and 
though not ardent in their pursuits, will still be persevering. 
They will be modest, good-natured, pr(>8perous, and happy. 

XVII. — If the hair is indented at the temples, the person will 
be affable, steady, good-natured, prudent, and attentive to busi- 
ness, of a solid constitution, and long lived. 

XVIII. — If the hair descends low upon the forehead, the per* 
son will be selfish and designing ; of a surly disposition, unsoci- 
able, and given to drinking. He will also be adicted to avarice, 
and his mind will be always intent upon the means of carrying on 
his schenics, &c» 

XIX. — The forehead that is large, round, and smooth, an- 
nounces the lady or gentleman to be frank, open, generous, and 
free, good-natured, and a safe companion ; of a good understand- 
ing, and scorns to be guilty of any mean action ; frithful to his 
promises, just in his dealings, steadfast in his engagements, and 
sinoere in his affections; he will enjoy a moderate state of 
health, &o. 

XX. — If the forehead is flat in the middle, the gentleman or 
lady will be found to be vain-glorious, and but little disposed 
to generosity ; very tenacious of his honour, but brave ; he 
will be fond of prying into the secrets of othersi though not 
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with the intention of betraylnf them ; he will be fond of reading 
newspapers, history, noTeU, and plays ; ardent, and rery cau- 
tious of his own reputation. 

XXI. — If there be a hollow acroes the forehead, In the middle, 
with a ridge as of flesh, abore, and another below, the gentleman 
will be a good scholar, and the lady a great manufacturer, or at- 
tentive to whatever oooupatioD she may be engaged in. They will 
be warm in argument or debate, they will be firm and steady in 
any point they fix their minds upon, and by their perseverance 
will generally carry their object, yet they will meet with many 
crosses, but will bear them with patience, 

XXII. — If the forehead juts out immediately at and over the 
eyebrows, running flat up to the hair, the gentleman or lady will 
be sullen, proud, insolent, imperious, and treacherous ; they will 
be impatient when contradicted, apt to give eat abuse, and tc 
strike if they think they can do it with advantage. They will 
also impose upon any person, never forgiving any injury, and by 
their misconduct make themselves many enemies. 

XXllI. — If the temples arc hollow with the bones advancing 
towards the forehead on either side, bo that the apace between 
must be necessarily flat, with a small channel or indenture ris 
ing from the upper part of the nose to the hair, the gentleman or

XXIV. — If the eyebrows are very hairy, and that hair long 
and curled, with several of the hairs starting out, the gentleman 
or lady is of a gloomy disposition, litigious, and quarrelsrane, al 
though a coward ; greedy after the affnirt of this world, perpet - 
ually brooding over some melancholy subject, and not an agree- 
able companion. He will be diffident, penurious, and weak in 
his understanding ; never addicted to any kind of learning. He 
will pretend much friendship, but will make his affcctod passioB 
subservient to his pecuniary designs, and also given to drink- 
ing, &o. 

XXV. — If a gentleman or lady has long eyebrows, with some 
long hairs, they will be of a fickle disposition, weak-minded, cre- 
dulous, and vain, always seeking after novelties, and neglecting 
their own bu.-iness ; they will be talkative, pert, and disagreeable 
in company ,* very fond of contradiction, and will not bear disap- 
pointment patiently ; and also much addicted to drinking, &o. 

XXVI. — If the eyebrows are thick and even, that is, without 
any or few starting hairs, the lady or gentleman will be of an 
agreeable temper, sound understand^g, and tolerable wit ; mo- 
dmtely addicted to pleasure, fearful of giving offence, bat inti^ 
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pldond pereevering in support of right; charitable and generous, 
•inoere in their professions of love and friendship, and enjoy a 
good constitution. 

XXyil. — If the eyebrow !s small, thin of hair, and even, the 
lady or gentleman will be weak-minded, tiinoroos, ^superficial, 
and not to be depended on , they will be desirous of knowledge, 
but will not have patience and assiduity enough to give it the 
necessary attention ; but they will be desirous of praise for wor- 
thy actions, but vrill not have the spirit or perseverance enough 
to perform them, in that degree of excellence that is requisite to 
attract the notice of wise men. They will be of a delicate con- 
stitution. Ac, 

XX VII 1. — If the eyebrow is thick of hair towards the nose, 
and goes off suddenly very thin, ending in a point, the lady oi 
gentleman will be surly, capricious, jealous, fretful, and easily 
provoked to rage, in their love they will be intemperate. 

XXIX. — The eye that is large, full, prominent, and clear, 
denotes a lady or gentleman to be of an ingenious and candid dis- 
position, void of deceit, and of an even, agreeable, aud aflable 
disposition ; modest and bashful in love, though by no mean^ an 
enemy to its gratification; firm, though not obstinate ; of a good 
understan.ling, of an agroeable but not brilliant wit ; but clear 
and just iu argument, inclined to extra vagauce, and easily im- 
posed upon* 

XXX. — The eye that is small but advanced in the head, shows 
the lady or gentleman to be of a quick wit, sound constitution, 
lively genius, agreeable company and conversation, good morals, 
but rather inclined te jealousy : attentive to business, fond of fre- 
quently changing his place, punctual in fulfilling his engagementf 
warm in love, prosperous in his undertakings, and generally for- 
tunate in most things. 

XXXI. — The lady or gentlomau whose eyes are sunk in the 
head is of a jealous, distrustful, malicious aud envious nature ; 
deceitful in their words and actions, never to l>e depended upon ; 
cunning in over-reaching others, vain -glorious, and associates 
wilh lewd, and bad company, Ao, 

XXXII. — The gentleman or lady who squints, or have their 
ey es turned awry, will be of a penurious disposition, but punctual 
in their dealings, 

XXXIIl. — A black eye is lively, brisk, and penetrating, and 
proves the person who possesses it to be of a sprightly wit, 
iiveiy conversation, not easily imposed upon, of a sound under- 
standing, but if taken on the weak side, may be led astray for a 
while. 

XXXIV. — A hazel eye shows the person to be of a subtle, 
piercing, and frolicsome tom, rather inclined to be arch, and 
•ometimee mischievous, but good-natured at the bottom. He 
will be strongly inclined to love, and not over deUoate in the 
means of gratifying that propensity. 
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XXXY . — A blae eja ahowf the penon to be a meek and 
gentle temper, affable and good-natnre^ oredolone, and incapable 
of violent attMhment ; ever modest, cool, and undisturbed by 
turbulent passions, of a strong memory, in eonstitation neither 
robust nor delicate, subject to no violent impression from the 
vicissitudes of life, whether good or bad. 

XXXVI. — A gray eye denotes the person tc be of weak intel- 
lect, devoit of wit, but a plain, plodding, downright drudge, that 
will act as he is spirited by others. He will be slow in learning 
any thing that requires attention ; he however, will be just to 
the best of his understanding. 

XXXVII. - A wall eye denotes the person to be of a hasty, 
passionate, and ungovernable temper, subject to sadden and 
violent anger; haughty to his equals and superiors, but mild 
and affable to his inferiors, 

XXXVIII. — A red, or as it is vulgarly called, a saucer eye, 
denotes the person to be selfish, decoitful, and proud ; furious in 
anger, fertile in the invention of plots, and indefatigable in his 
resolution to bring them to bear. 

XXXIX.— A nose that comes even on the riiige, flat on the 
sides, with little or no hollow between the eyes, declares the man 
to be sulky, insolent, disdainful, treacherous, and seli-sufflcicut ; 
if it has a point descending over the nost rils, he is avaricious and 
unfeeling, vain-glorious and ignorant ; peevish, jealous, quick in 
resentment, yet a coward at the bottoTu. 

XL.*~A nose that rises with a sudden bulge a little below the 
eyes, and then falls again into a kind of hollow below, is potuUint 
and noisy, void of science, and of a very light understanding. 

XLI. — The nose that is small, slender, and peaked, sh ws 
the person to be of a fearful disposition, jealous, fretful, and insi- 
dious, ever suspicious of those about him, catching at every word 
that he can interpret to his own advantage to ground his dispute 
upon, and also very curious to know what is said and done, 

XLIl. — The nose that is small, tapering round in the nos- 
trils, and cocked up, shows the person to be ingenuous, smart, 
of a quick apprehension, giddy, and seldom looking into conse- 
quences ; but generous, agreeable, bo as to carefully avoid 
giving offence ; but resolute in doing himself justice when he 
receives an injury.

— The lips that are moderately plump and even, declare 
the person to be good-humoured, humane, sensible, judicious, 
and just, neither giddy nor torpid, but pursuing in every parti- 
cular a just medium. 

XLVI. — The lips that are thin, show the person to be of a 
quick and lively imagination, ardent in the pursuit of knowledge, 
indefatigable in labour, not too muth attached to money, eager 
in the pursuit of love, more bravo than otherwise, and tolerably 
happy in life. 

XLVII, — The lips that are thin and sunk inwards, denote the 
person to be of a subtle and persevering disposition, everlasting 
in hatred, and never sparing any pains to compass his revenge ; 
in love or friendship much more moderate and uncertain. 

XLVIII. — The chin that is round with a hollow between it 
and the lip, shows the person to be of a good-humoured dispo- 
sition, kind and honest ; he is sincere in his friendship, and 
^ardent in his love ; ^his understanding is good, and his genius 
capacious. If he has a dimple it makes him better. 

XLIX. — The chin that comes down flat from the edge of the 
lip, and ends in a kind of chisel form, shows the person to bo 
silly, credulous, ill-tempered, and greedy of unmerited honours ; 
captious, wavering, and unsteady ; he will affect great modesty 
in the presence of others, though he will not scruple to do the 
vilest actions, when he thinks himself secure from discovery. 

L. — The chin that is pointed upwards show?, the person to bo 
much given to contrivances. However fair he may speak to you, 
you can never depend on his friendship, as his purpose is only to 
make you subservient to his own designs. In love his generosity 
will be of the same stamp. 

LI. — Of the face in general, I shall say that the person whose 
features are strong, coarse, and unpleasant to the eye, is of a 
selfish, brutal, rough, and unsocial disposition ; greedy of money, 
harsh in expressions, but will sometimes fawn with a bad grace 
to gain his ends. 

LII.~-The face that is plump, round, and ruddy, denotes the 
person to be of an agreeable temper, a safe companion, hearty, 
and jovial, fond of company, of sound principles and a clear 
understanding, faithful in love, &o. 

LI 1 1. — The face that is thin, smooth, and even, with well 
proportioned features, shows the person to be of a good disposi- 
tion, but penetrative and active; somewhat inclined to suspicion, 
yet of an agreeable conversation ; assiduous in the pursuits of 
love, and strongly addicted to the delights of love. 

LIV. — A face whose cheek bones jut out with thin jaws, is of 
a restless and thinking disposition ; fretful, &o« 

LV. — A face that is pale by nature, denotes a timorous dispo- 
tition, but greatly desirous of carnal pleasures. 

LYI* — A food that is unequally red, whether streaked or 
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Appearing In spots, shows the person to be weak both in mind 
and body, yielding easily to affliction and sickness. 

LVII. — A face blotched, shows the person to be addicted to 
drinking and vioe, and not even free from any vice, though they 
have frequently the art to conceal the inclination. 

LVII I. — The head that is large and round, shows that the 
person has a tolerable understanding, but not near so good as he 
imagines ; however, upon the whole he is harmless, and not so 
much given to vice. 

LIX. — The head that is small and round, or if the face comes 
tapering, shows the person of an acute, penetrating disponitiun, 
much given to bantering humour, but of very great sensibility. 

LX. — The head that is flat on either side, and deep from the 
face to the back, shows th^r person to be of a good understemding, 
deep penetration, great memory, and of sm evon and agreeablp 
temper, but of slow belief, and not easily imposed upon. 


OF CHIROMANCY, OR PALMISTRY. 


IIayimo now informed you of as many of our esseuti^ rules of 
Physiognomy, as our present limits will admit of, I shall pro- 
ceed to instnist you in this moat beautiful, grand, and incompa- 
rable science. 

MENSA. 

The practical part of chiromancy, is that which gathereth pro- 
bable predictions from lines, the places of the planets in the 
hand, and from the notes and characters every where posted and 
marked out in the hands and tingers. Wherefore, let the fol 
lowing scries be duly observed : — 

1. — Cardiacay or the lino of life, 

2. — Hepaticay or the liver line ; also called the natural mean 

3. — C^halicay or the line of the head aud brain. 

4. — TnoralUy or the table line. 

5. -Restrictay or the dragon’s tail. 

6. — Via SoliSy or the sun’s way, 

7. r— Via Lactea, or the milky way. 

^ — Via Satumiay or Saturn's way. 

9. — Ciitgulum Veneris, or the girdle of Venus. 

10. — Via Martis, or the way of Mars. 

11. — Mens VeneriSy or the mound of Venus. 

12. — Cavea Martis, or the cave of Mars. 

VS^~~M(ms Jovis, or Jupiter’s mount. 

14. — Mons Saturn^ or ^tum% mount. 

15. -Mom SoliMy or the sun’s mount 
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16. — Locus Lunce, or the moon's place. 

17. 3foTis HfcrcuTti, or the mount of Mercury. 

18. M ensa^ or the table containing the part of fortune. 

19. — PolltXy or the thumb.

QUESTION. 

Whether m must give judjmrd by the right hand or the 

It is certain) that in one hand the lines and other signaturM 
are very often more manifest, and are thus more plain to be aeea 
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and perspionous than in the other, as well in the hands of gen- 
tlemen as ladies. Wherefore, a question hence arises, whether 
in both sexes the right or left hand is to be taken, or whethei 
the right hand of a gentleman (as some teach,) or the left of e 
lady only. 

ANSWER, 

That hand (in both sexes) which shows and exhibits the lines 
thereof most clearly, and abounds with a series of characters and 
signs, yet so, as that the other, whose lines are more obscure, 
may pay its contribution. If in both hands they consent, and 
appear to be fair and comely, they declare a constancy of fortune 
and health. The cause of which said diversity is this : he who 
is bom in the day-time, and hath a masculine planet (the Sun, 
Saturn, Jupiter, or Mars) lord of his geniture, bears the more 
remarkable signs in his right hand, especially when the sign 
ascending is also masculine. The contrary- happens, to them • 
that are bora by night, as often as a feminine planet predomi- 
nates. If both hands agree, it must be, that in a diurnal nativ- 
ity the feminine planets rule; or that there falls out a mixture 
of masculine and feminine ; so in the nights by the contrary 
reason, which diversity must necessarily be observed. 

I.—OF THE LINE OF LIFE. 

This is called Cardiaca^ or the Heart Line, 

1. — This being broad, of a lively colour, and decently drawn 
In its bounds, without intersections and points, shows the party 
long lived, and subject to few diseases. 

2. — If slender, short, and dissected with obverse little lines, 
and deformed either by a pale or black colour, it presageth weak- 
ness of the body, sickness, and a short life. 

3. — If orderly joined to the natural mean, and beautified in 
the angle with parallels, or a little across, it argues a good wit^ 
or an evenness of nature. 

4. — If the same have branches in the upper parts thereof, 
extending themselves towards the natural mean, it doth signify 
riches and honour. 

6. — If these branches be extended towards the resiricta, it 
threatens poverty, deceits, and unfaithfulness of servants. 

6. — If in this line there be found some confused lines,* like 
hairs, be assured of diseases, and they to happen in the first age. 
When they appear below, if towards the pavea, in the middle ; 
if towards the patica, in the declining age. 

7. — If this line be any where broken, it threatens extreme 
danger of life in that part of the age wbitdi the pace of the breach 
showeth* Pot you may find out the dangerous or diseased years 
of yonx age*, this line b^g divided into seventy parte, yon most 
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beg;in your number and aoootmt from the lower part thereoi^ near 
the restriota, for the number falling where the branch ie, deter- 
minee the year. 

B> — If character of the tun (aa commonly it U made by 

astrologers) be ever found in this line, it presages the loss of an 
eye. But, if two such characters, the loss of both eyes. 

9. — A line descending from the vital, beneath the congress 
of it and the hepatica to the tuberculum of Saturn, showeth an 
envious man, who rejniceth at another’s calamity, the sight of 
others concurring. This also frequently shows a moat perilous 
Saturnine disease in that wherein it touche th the vital, and it is 
much worse if it out the same. 

10. — But such a line passing from the vital to the annular, to 
the ring finger, promiseth honouiti to ensue, from or by the 
means of some famous lady, to receive some great favour or 
present from some lady of honour. 

11. --The vital lines being thicker than ordinary’ at the end 
• under the fore finger denotes a laborious old age. 

12. — A line passing through the vital to the cavea of Mars, 
foretells of wounds and fevers, and also of misfortunes in journeys, 

1I,~0F THE HEPATICA, OR NATURAL MEAN. 

1. — This lice being straight, continued, and not dissected by 
obverse little lines, denotes a healthful Inxly, 

2. — If it be short or broken, and reach not beyond the concave 
of the hand, it shows disease and shortness of life. 

3. — By how much more the same is produced, by so much 
longer the life may be warranted. 

4. — If cut at the end thereof by a small intervening line, it 
threatens poverty in old age. 

5. — If in the upf>er part it be distant from the vital by a great 
space, it shows ^steinperatures of the heart, as palpitations, 
syncope, &o. 

6. — This also shows prodigality, especially if the table be 
broad. 

7. — If tortuous (that is, if it w'ind and turn several ways), 
unequal, of a different colour, and dissected, it argues an 
constitution of the liver, and thence diseases, proceeding from 
the weakness thereof. Covetousness also, and a depravity both 
of nature and wit, especially if it be under the region of the 
middle finger, and near the cardiaca, thereby making a short or 
narrow triangle. 

8. — If decently drawn and well coloured, it is a sign of a 
cheerful and ingenious disposition. 

9. — If it has a sister, it promises inheritances. 

10. — If continued with some little bard knots, it denotes man- 
slaughters, either perpetrated, or to be committed, acoordizig to 
the number of these said knots. 
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11. — If therein a oroMbe found under the region of the middle 
finger, it announces death to be at hand. 

12. — If it terminates with a fork towards the ferieut, it is a 
sign of depraved wit, of hypocrisy, and of evil manners. 

13. — When it tends to the mensa, it is a token of a slanderous 
tongue, and of envy. 

14. — When it projects a remarkable cleft through the vital 
to the mons veneris, and the sister of Mars, especially if the 
same be of a ruddy colour, it warns you to be aware of thieves, 
and also intimates fraud and deceit of enemies. 

15. — This cleft likewise insinuates a most vehement heat of 
the liver, proceeding from the rays of Mars ; so that the life 
becomes in danger seeing that the line of life is dissected. 

16. — This line having some branch, yot such a one as never- 

theless seems to be continued, shows that the manner of life will 
bo, or is already changed ; and this in a declining age if the 
breach be under the ring Anger. But if under the middle finger, 
in strength of years. , 

III.— OF THE CEPHALICA. 

1. — This is called the line of the head and brain, which, if 
(arising from its place in a due proportion) it connects the lines 
of the liver and heart in a triangular form, have a lively colour, 
and no intersection falling out between, doth declare a man of 
admirable prudence, and one of no vulgar wit and fortune. 

2. — By how much more decent the triangle is, so much the 

better shall the temperature, wit, and courage But if it 

be obtuse, it argues an evil dispos^ nature, and a man that is 
rude. If no triangle, far worse. 

3. — The superior being a right angle, or not very acute, fore- 
tels the best temperature of the heart ; but when it is too acute, 
especially if it touch the lino of life, upon the region of the 
middle finger, it argues covetousness, 

4. — The left angle, if it be made upon the natural mean in 
the ferient, and be a right angle, confirms the goodness of 
intellect. 

5. — But when the cephalica projects unequal clefts to the 
mons lunse, thereby making unusual characters ; in the gentle- 
man it denotes weakness of the brain, and dangerous sea voya- 
ges. But in the lady’s hand it shows frequent sorrows of mind, 
and difilculiles in child-bearing. 

6. — Equal lines (thus projected) presage the contrary in both 
^exes, viz. in gentlemen, a good composure of the brain, and 
fortunate voyages by sea. In ladies, cheerfulness and felicity 
in child-bearing. 

7. — This one thing is peculiar to the cephalica ; if it project 
a cleft or a manifest star, upwards to the cavea martis, it signi- 
fies boldness, &c. But if it let fifil the same downwards, thefts, Ao. 
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8. — The oephalica, jointed to the dragon’s taO by a remarkable 
oonooursef promises a prudent and a joyful age. 

9. — The same drawn upwards in the shape of a fork, towards 
the part of fortune, signifies subtlety in managing affairs, and 
also craftiness either to do good or 

10. — If in this said fork a mark appears resembling the part 
of fortune, as it is noticed by astrologers, that gives an assurance 
of riches and honour to succeed by ingenuity and art. 

IV.— OF THE THORAL LINE. 

1. — This is also called the line of fortune ; it Is termed like> 
wise the monsa, because it makes up the table of the hand. 
Which said line, when it is long enough, and without incisures, 
argues a due strength in the principal members of man, and also 
constanc} ; the contrary if it be short, crooked, cut, or parted. 

2. — If it terminate under the mount of Saturn, it shows a vain 
fellow. 

* 3% — If projecting small branches to the mount of Jupiter, it 

promises honours. 

4. — If there it be naked and simple, it is a sign of poverty 
and want. 

6. — If cutting the mouth of Jupiter; cruelty of mind and 
disposition, with excessive wrath, 

6. — If it projects a branch between the fore and middle finger 
in a gentleman, it threatonoth a wound in his head ; in a lady, 
danger in child-bearing. 

7. — Three lines ascending upwards from this line, viz, one to 
the space between the middle and fore finger, a second to the 
space between the middle and ring finger, and a third to the 
space between the ring and the little finger, argues a contentious 
person in many respects, 

8. — A little lino only thus drawn to the interval or space be- 
tween the middle finger, and the ring finger, sorrow, or labour, 

9. — If aunexod to the natural mean, so that it makes an acute 
angle, it briugeth sorrow and labour. 

10. -' If the natural mean be wanting, and the thoral annexed 
to the vital, it threatens decollation, oi a deadly wound. 

11. — If no mensa at all, it shows a man malevolent, conten- 
tious, faithless, inoonsUint, and of base condition, 

12. — Confused little lines in the mensa, denote sickness; if 
under Mercury, in the former part of the age ; under the sun, in 
the prime thereof ; under the middle finger in old age. 

13. — When in this line there are certain points observed, they 
argue strength of the genitals, and burning lust 
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V.— OP THE CAUDA DRACONIS, oh thb RESTRICTA, 

AND THB LINB8 ARISING THEREFROM. 

1. — If this be double or treble, and drawn hj a right and con- 
tinued track, it promiseth a good composure of the body, 

2. — That line which is nearest the hand continued, and of a 
good colour, assureth of great riches. 

3. — But if the same line be cut in the middle, crooked, and 
very pale, it announces debility of body and want of all things. 

4. — A cross or star upon the restrict foreshadows tranquillity 
of life in old age. 

5. — If there be a star, simple or double, or any lines near the 
tuborculum of the thumb, in ladies, they denote misfortune or 
infamy. 

6. — A line running from the restricta through the mons vene- 
ris, presagpth adversities, either by the means of some kindred 
or a wife. 

7. — A line extended from the restricts to the mons lunse, de- 
notes adversities and private enemies ; if it be crooked, it doubles 
the evil, and betokeneth perpetual servitude. 

8. — Such a line also being clear and straight, and reaching so 
far as the region of the moon, furetels many journeys by sea 
aud land. 

9. — If it extend to the tuberculum of the fore finger, it informs 
the gentleman that he shall live in a foreign country, in great 
estimation. 

10. — If to the hepatica, it argues an honest behaviour, and 
piolongeth life. 

11. — If to the mons Bolis (bo it simple or double), it shows 
exceedingly good, and enableth to govern or rule in great affairs. 

12. — By the same reason, if it pass to the mons Mercurii, it 
betokeneth the gentleman is of a sufficient capacity for any 
employment. But if it reach not the mons hlorcurii, but is 
broken about the middle and end beneath the mons Mercurii, 
that makes out a prating fellow, &o. 

13. —If directly ascending to the mons Satumi, it signifies a 
good position of Saturn in the geniture, whose decree shall 
shortly follow. But, if crookedly towards the restricta and the 
hepatica espf,*cially, it show'^ riiau laborious, &o. 

VI.- OF THE VIA SOLIS, OH THE SUN’S WAY. 

This being wLole, equally drawn and well coloured, proiuiscth 
the favour of great men and great honour. But, if dissoctod and 
unequal, tho contrary, and exposes to divers impediments, and 
mvy in attaining the same. 
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VII. — OF THE VIA LACTEA, OR THE MILKY WAY. 

This well proportioned and continued, presages that jonmeyg 
will be fortunate both by sea and land, as ready wit, and the 
favour of the ladies (Venus assenting), of a composed and grace- 
ful speech ; but if it be distorted it argues infelicity and lies ; 
but whole and ascending to the little finger, it is a sign of 
happiness. 

VIII. — OF THE SATURNIA, OR LINE OF SATURN. 

1. — This being fully and wholly protracted to the middle finger, 
is an argument both of profound cogitations, and likewise of 
fortunate events in counsels and actions. 

2. —Combust or deficient, an evil sign, portending many mis- 
fortunes, unless other positions favour it. 

3. — Bending backwards in the oavea of the hand, towards the 
ferient, in the fonu of a semi-circle, threatens imprisonment. 

• 4. — A line drawn from the vital through the hepatioa, to the 

tuberculum of Saturn (if it touch the Saturnia,) the same. 

IX. — OF THE CINGULUM VENERIS, OR THE GIR- 

DLE OF VENUS. 

If this line have a sister, it argues intemperance and lust in 
both fioxes, and basoiiess in the gratification of lewd desires ; 
emd if dissoclod and carefully examuied, it shows losses and 
infamy by reason of this vice. 

X. — OF THE VIA MARTIS, THE WAY OR LINE OF 

MARS, OR THE VITAL SISTER. 

This line (as c.ften as it appeareth) augments and strengthens 
the things signified by the cardiaca, but pai ticularly, it promises 
good success in war, provided it bo clear and red. 

Some Observations comer niwj Lines. 

1, — The quantity of all Lines must be w isely observed, that is, 
the length and depth, so likewise their quality, that is, their 
complexion and shape, whether they are crooked or straight; 
next their action, which is to touch or cut other lines. Their 
passion to be touched or cut of others ; and lastly, their place 
and position. . 

2. — We must know, that the lines are sometimes prolonged 
until certain years of our age, otherwise shortened : now they 
wax pale, then they become plain and strong, and as it were 
luxuriate with a kind of redness, and this as well in the principal 
as less principal lines. Again, as touching the less principal, 
and such as are found in the tuberoula of the planets, it is most 
certain, that some do at one time quite vanish, and that at ano- 
ther ti)^ others arise of a difierent shape and complexion ; the 
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oanae of which, I mippoto to be &o other than the various pro* 
gressions of the aiphabetical places in their nativities ; that is, 
fortunate and uniortuuate to the influence whereof man himself 
is wonderfully subject The signs of his hands are presented at 
diflFerent times with different faces. Such a virtue, such a love 
resideth in the imagination of the greater world towards 
the lesser. And, therefore the most studious in chiromancy 
cannot attain the knowledge of particulars by one inspection 
only, made to a certain year of the person’s age ; things that 
worthily merit our observations, yet known or approved of by a 
few. 


OF THE PLANETS. 

The planets also administer not a little in judgment from their 
respective places, for if they are happy and benevolent, good 
things are portended, but being unhappy and firoward, judge the 
contrary. Here we must also note, that those planets are termed 
benevolent in whose tuberoula and places the accustomed lines are • 
found equal, their characters fair and proportionable, as a cross, 
stars, throe or four parallel lines, ladders, little branches, a qua- 
drangular, the character of Jupiter. But the froward and un- 
fortunate are those planets whose tubercula and places are de- 
formed with troubled lines and uncouth figures ; as a lame and 
interrupted semi-circle, gridirons, the character of Saturn. This 
is to be duly observed in the lines of the hand j now, as touch- 
ing the planets, let us proceed according to the general rules of 
art. 

IX.— OF VENUS. 

Venus shining well and happily (that is) when in her tuber- 
culum, she presents a clear star, or furrows that are red and 
transversely parallel, and so often as her tuberculum is much 
elevated, makes such roen to be merry, cheerful, luxurious \ yet 
amorous, comely, and libidinous, very honest and just, with 
whom an uninterrupted tie of friendship once made is permanent. 

She renders the body somewhat tall, the eyes pleasant and 
sparkling with the splendour of beauty, full of allurtrmont and 
temptation, the hair thick and curling ; she instills a spotless and 
noble mind, yet oftentimes gives men that ore full of boasting 
and inc/onsistency. She inclines the mind to music, &c. ; some- 
times according to the strength of the geniture, she producetb 
priests, apothecaries, &o. 

But being unfortunate, she causeth lasciviousness, inconti- 
aenoy, and boasting, and if you find a cross also, near the first 
joint of the thumb, it denotes an adulterer, or such a person on 
whom a misfortune has happened in some luxurious matter. If 
the place of Venus be untilled, it points out an effeminate, rude, 
and sorrowful person, foolishly and ridi('uloa8ly addicted to be 
merry and jtwting. 
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XII.— MARS. 

Mabs is fortunate, so often as his sister appeareth red, dear, 
and deoently drawn, and when either star or cross is found in 
his oavea. 

Thus, therefore, ha denotes snoh as are bold and full of courage, 
stout, warlike, contentious, strong and lusty ; imperious ; the 
hair for the most part yellow ; the eyes from black waxing red 
and terrible. If Jupiter participate, he possesses the gall, the 
reins, the back, the liver, Ac. If with Venus, those parts of 
the body under her dominion. But if he be froward and unfor- 
tunate, he describes men to be litigious, violent, deceitful, 
passionate, Ac. 

XIII. — JUPITER. 

Jupinm is happy or fortunate when in his region he exhibits 
signs that are auspicious, that is, if there be a star or double 
cross, parallel lines, or a line decently drawn from the vital to 
his tubcrculum, &o« For thus he signifies men that are noble, 
honest, benevolent, affable, honourable, merry, just, equitable, 
beautiful, formidable and happy, such as have comely eyes, thick 
b.urs, and a grave gesture ; likewise such as are bashful, and 
iikrwise such as will keep their promises, Ac. These men are 
preferred to great dignities, and solicited by many great men, 
and do highly favour and esteem their wives, sous, honest and 
good men. In men, Jupiter rules the liver, blood, ribs, lungs, 
and gristles. But, if he is unfortunate, he oftentimes throws a 
man headlong from a great estate to great calamities ; if there 
be half a gridiron in his tuberculum, it betokeneth losses, espe- 
cially by means of the more potent sort of women ; otherwise 
thus constituted, he causeth grief of the heart, cramps, inflam- 
mations of the lungs, and other diseases proceeding from wind ; 
if a line transversely cut his tuberculum, and afterwards tend 
to the place of Saturn, making those little hairs, it threatens 
apoplexy. But, if you find a cross espetnally, or a clear aud red 
star in his tuberculum, he gives splendid honours, confers riches 
and public rewards from great per8i)nage8 or princes. 

XIV. — SATURN. 

Saturn is happily placed, when we find his line wholly run- 
ning to his region, but less happy when he presents some inau- 
spicious characters ; unhappily, if ho shows confused and unfor- 
tunate signs, he governs the spleen, bones, and bhulder. When 
he is fortunate, he makes men silent, provident of good and pro- 
found counsels, such as think and study much, aud are somewhat 
sorrowful ; men that are puffed up with an ambitious spirit, and 
whose aim is honours. And these are slender of body, some- 
what tall, pale, and feeble, their hair blackish, eyes hollow { 
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m fortunate In tilling of ground, and in metala of all aorta, 
yet more careless of their wives, and less addicted to the plea* 
Bures of love ; foolishly laughing and jesting, also tenacious, and 
worldly-minded, unjust, &o. But if Saturn be unfortunate or 
froward, he makes men sorrowful, laborious, sordid, humble, 
oovetous, liars, malicious, envious, &c., and encumbered with 
perpetual griefs and auiieties. 

A gross line running from the interval of the middle and fore- 
finger to the mensa, and breaking or interrupting it denotes 
diseases ojr wounds in the lower part of the body. 

XV.— SOI^ 

If the sun do fortunately rule, he makes men faithful, ingenious, 
honoured, high-minded, wise, humane, religious, just, moderate, 
aged, and such as always manage their affairs honestly. He 
gives a body well otjmpohed, and adorns it with yellow hair. He 
governs the heart, midntl, nerves, &c. 

But, if unfortunate, ho gives men that are proud and highly 
elated, manifesting their access to dignities by unjust means, 
boasters, and immodest. He brings duxes of rheum upon the 
eyes, and thereby hurts both them and the mouth, trembling of 
the heart, syncope, &c. 

XVI.— LUNA 

The moon, happy and fortunate, makes men famous, honest, 
and honourable, and of a large body, yet well proportioned, 
pleasant also, and sometimes voyages by sea, and walking by the 
sides of rivers ; but, if any way disj^onting in the other, uncon* 
slant both in life and action, yet tending for the most part to the 
best. She rules the brain, stomach and belly, but if unfortunate, 
she portends a various and inconstant kind of life, weakness, and 
increase of griefs and anxieties, she thus causeth paralysis, &0, 
A commotion of the members, oft<*ntinic6 an epilepsy and canker, 
spots in the body, severe colic, and whatever else proceedeth 
from abundance of cold and moisture, and more especially when 
the lines found in the tuberculum of the moon do appear very 
pale ; if there be fair and comely signatures near the ferient, 
they denote happiness to the man in his journeys and messages, 
and in foreign countries. To the woman, felicit)' and fertility in 
bearing of children, ominous signs do show the contrary. 

XVII.— MERCURY. 

Meboubt, happy and fortunate, makes men ingeniotis, desir- 
ous of science, and seeking diligently after secrets, such as are 
apt for any thing, orators, poets, philosophers, astrologioians, 
fortune-tellers, eloquent, variable, mathematicians, and men ad- 
dicted to merchandise, Ac. He governs the tongue and memory. 
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XVIII.—THB MEN8A, OR PART OF FORTUNE. 

1 . — Tliii space being great and broad, and the figure decent, 
declareii a liberal man, magnanimous, and of long life. 

2. — But if small and narrow, it indicates a slender fortune, 
and fearful ness. 

3. — A cross or star within it, clear and well proportioned, 
especially under the region of the ring finger, betokeneth honours 
and dignities to ensue from, or by means of, great and noble per- 
sonages. If the character of Jupiter, it then promises great 
ecclesiastical dignities, &c. 

4 . — The same star or cross tripled, excellently increaseth por- 
tents of good fortune, but if it be cut by confused little lines, the 
good fortune is thereby diverted, and anxieties and lalwurs 
threatened in defending his honours, especially, if they are under 
the region of the ring finger. 

6. — A cross or star in the uppermost part of the mensa, is a 
aign of fortunate journeys. 

6. — The mensa sharja-ned by the crmcourp of the thoral and 
Q^iao lines, points out deceits and danger of life. 

7« — If no mensa be found in the hjind, it shows obscurity both 
of life and fortune. 

8. — Good and equal iiues in this space do declare the fortune 
to be good, but if evil and discomposed they quite overthrow it. 

9. — A little circle shows perfection of wit, and the obtaining 
of science, the other a.'8enting thereunto. 

XIX.— THE POLLEX, OK THUMB. 

Overt h wart lines, that are clear and lung underneath the nail 
and joint of the thumb confer riches and honour. A line pass- 
ing from the upper joint of the thumb to the cardiaca, threatens 
a violent desth, or danger, by means of some married lady. Lines 
much dispersed in the lower joint of the thumb, describe men 
that are contentious, and such as rejoice in scolding, &c. A line 
surrounding the thumb, in the middle joint, portends the man 
shall be hanged. Equal furj ows drawn under the lower joint 
thereof, argue riches and pusHes.sions. If the first or second 
joints want incisures, it shows drowsiness and idleness. 

XX.— THE INDEX, OR FORE FINGER. 

Many lines in the uppermost joint* and they proceeding over- 
thwartly, denote inheritances ; by running so in the middle 
joint, an envious and evil disposed person. 

Right lines running between these joints, declare (in the 
ladll^ a numerous issue. In gentlemen, bitterness of tongue. 
If they are in the first joint near unto Jupiter’s mouth, they 
manifest a jovial disposition* that is, they point to the man whom 
Jupiter favoured well in bis xuitivity. That who hath a star lu 
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in the same place) may oertalnly be prononnoed unohaste and 
lascivious. 

XXI.— MEDIUS, OR THE MIDDLE FINGER. 

This finger presenting little gridirons in the joints thereof, 
plainly declares an unhappy and melancholy wit, but if equal 
lines, it manifesteth fortune by metals, &c. A star there presages 
a violent death by drowning, &o. If a gross line be extended 
from the root thereof, upwards, through the whole finger into 
the end of the last joint, it argues folly and madness. 

XXII.— ANNULARIS, OR THE RING FINGER. 

A line rising froiti mens solis, and ascending by a right 
track through the joints thereof, it shows a nf)ble frame. Equal 
lines in the first joint demonstrate honours aud riches. Over- 
thwart lines, the enmity of great men. Howbeit, if these lines 
be Intersected, it is better, because they argue impediments. 

XXIIL— AUKICULARIS, OR LITTLE FINGER. 

From the joint thereof, as from the mount itself, are judgments 
and decrees passed concerning merchandise, favours, and a star 
in its first joint near the tuberculum, argues ingenuity and 
eloquence. 

Other obtuse signs the contrary, but when there appear un- 
fortunate signs in the fiist and second joints, they mark out a 
thief and a very deceitful person. If adverse linos in the last 
joint, perpetual inoonstanoy. 

Some there are who predict the number of wives from the 
little lines in the mons Mercurii at the outermost part of the 
hand, and have often observed them come at the truth, but yet 
I will not confirm any thing in this respect, because it properly 
appertains to Venus and his disposition. 

If the end of this finger reach not so far as to touch the last 
joint of the ring finger; it signifies a wife most imperious in all 
things, the truth thereof is often proved. 

CONSIDERATIONS ON THE MOUNTS AND FINGERS. 

1 . — As the mounts being adorned with good figures and cha- 
racters, do indicate a good and happy issue, so likewise being 
vitiated with confused lines, they evermore threaten the con- 
trary, and this as well on the fingers as mounts, excc'pt they are 
restrained by the confederacy of other lines, which are of them- 
selves good and fortunate. 

2 . — There are likewise the twelve signa of the Zodiac upon 
fingers, but as our present limits will not admit of our giliiog 
you all the rules of chiromancy, I can only say, that the signi- 
fication of the lines prooeediug from the mounts of the different 
planets up the fiugeni, wiU show their effect chiefly when th« 
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Btmi or their principal Bignifioator, as lord of the ascendant, &o., 
ia in these signs, ruling the parts where they terminate, as a 
line passing from the mount of Saturn to the first point of the 
middle finger would give improvement, when the sun was in 
Pisces. If to the second, in Aquarius, Observe also that the 
first joint near the mount of the finger must bo attributed to the 
first part of the age, the second to the prime of life, and the last 
unto old age, 

3. — Lastly. The structure of the hand itself is really admir- 
able in respect to the propoi tion it beareth to the face, and cer- 
tain parts tht'reof, which is this : — 

1. — The whole hand is of equal length with the face. 

2. — The greater joint of the fore finger (which adjoins upon 
the tuberculuin of Jupiter) equals the height of the lorehead. 

3. — The other two (to the extremity of the nail) are just tht 
length of the nose, viz. from the intercelia, or place btdween the 
eyebrows to the tip of the nostrils. 

4. — The first and greater joint of the middle finger is just as 
long as it is between the bottom of the chin, and the top of the 
under lip. 

6, — But the third joint of the same finger is of equal length, 
with the distance that is between the mouth and the lower par* 
of the nostrils. 

6. — The largest joint of the thumb, gives the width of the 
mouth. 

7. — The distance between the bottom of the chin, and the top 
of the lower lip, the sarae. 

8. — The lesser joint of the thumb is equal to the di.'-tance be- 
tween the top of the under lip, and the lower part of the nostrils. 
The nails obtain just the half of their respective uppermost joints 
which they call omychios. 

1 will now just show you the special practice of Chiromancy, 
and its Oeuethical Conoordancy, by the following exajuples, and 
then conclude this subject. 

There are five planets well placed in their own prerogatives, 
Saturn and Mercury in reception by houses, and located in their 
own triplicity, so Jupiter and Mars also assume a just power by 
their reception of houses. Venus also ia in her exaltation, and in 
the angle of the earth ; lastly, the moon in a sign of her own 
nature, in conjunction with Venus and caput draconis. But the 
moon having not as yet obtained her due light from the sun, is 
placed here very silent ; Saturn and Mercury are also united 
together by a trine, the part of fortune also rising so near the 
Scorpion’s heart, who is of the nature of Mars and Jupiter; 
Venus and Jupiter are the prime rulers of this nativity, Saturn 
and Mercury participating. 

1, — A long life is promised from the horoscope and the lumin- 
ftriee being not impe^tei although the moon ie now afflicted by a 
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quartile of Mara. Yet the progress of the horoscope is first to 
the oposition of Saturn, whereof 

2. — His temperature excels by an equal mixture of humours, 
because he receiveth his ferment chiefly from the perfusion of 
Jupiter and Venus, Saturn and Mercury besprinkleth a melan- 
choly juice. 

3. — Hence the force of discerning and representing (vulgarly 
called the phantasy) breatheth nothing but what is moderate 
and agreeable to sound reason. For Jupiter makes such as are 
bom imder him, honest, just and wise, and addicted to quiet 
and peaceable counsels, doing always that which is right and 
honest, both in judgment and also in giving advice; such also 
are very desirous of praise and renown. 

4. — Venus, therefore, and Jupiter also, do promise great 
felicity in affairs, both civil and ecclesiastical. 

6. — Here are most eminent testimonies of an excellent ingenu- 
ity. (1) Mercury in Aquarius doth of himself suscitate the 
strength thereof; (2) besides this, there is also a reception from' 
houses, and a partile trine between him and Saturn ; (3) V enus 
angular doth the like ; (4) especially as the moon and the dra- 
gon’s head are together in the same angle ; (5) Mercury and 
the moon are asyntheti, pure and not vitiated, yet both behold 
the horoscope ; the moon by a plastic trine, and Mercury by a 
partile quartile. 

6. — Jupiter, lord of the second direct In motion, and received 
by Mars, plainly assures an abundance of wealth. The part of 
fortune most excellently augments this signifleation, the same 
being posited so near the second, where he is disposed of, and 
aspected by Jupiter. These riches take their increase from ser- 
vices faithfully and dutifully performed, from most eminent and 
distinguished dignities, and they more abundantly prove the 
third or latter part of his age. 

7. — Mercury, lord of the tenth bouse, and having convenient 
society vith Saturn, presages dignities not obscure. We have 
spoken before concerning the dominion of Jupiter and Venus, 
wherefore, seeing they equally share the rule in this nativity, 
how can it be that they should not reward the native with some 
or other most eminent dignities. 

8. — Your neighbours or kindred shall sometimes occasion you 
damage in household goods or affairs, and you shall expend much 
money in building. 

9. — Mars, lord of the sixth house, engendereth hot disputes, 
yet they are not so violent because of Jupiter's interposition ; 
also Mars, in Sagittarius generally causes pain in the joints of 
the feet. If it be found in that sign, and in the sixth, he inevi- 
tably bring the gout, the pains whereof are not to be taken away 
but by the influence of Sagittarius Pisces, dto. deducted firom 
heaven inself, &o. Some other rem^es also may do muohf yet 
Aot any that are oornmon* 
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10. — ^Your death will be natural by the means of chronical 
infirmity proceeding principally from Saturn^ such as distillatiomi 
upon the breast lungs, spleen, Ac. Howbeit old age is a diseeise, 
and an easy passage unto death itself. 

11. — The sun and moon disposing of the ninth house, do show 
honourable journeys. Mercury, well posited in the third, cans- 
eth journeys to be undertaken for the sake of honours and digni> 
ties, and also to persons most honourable for learning and digni- 
ties, civil and ecclesiastical. 

12. —Venus, lady of the eleventh housa, concemeth a multitude 
of the best friends. Yet Mai s beholding Venus by a quartile, 
will stir up the envy of some persons, who are often sowing dis- 
sensions, and inverting all goodness. 

13. — Venus will give you victory over your enemies, whereof 
indeed there are but few denounced, because she is lady of the 
seventh angular, and in her exaltation. 

14. — Your marriage will be fortunate in respect to an affluence 
«f riches, yet herein beware of the faithless brawling, and luxu- 
rious quadrature of Mars. 

We will now consider the 

SIGNS OP THE FOUR ANGELS. 

15. *— SooBFio ascending, gives the native an elegant acuteness 
of wit, plenty of discourse ; it also often inslilleth great vices, 
such as infidelity, envy, covetousness, deoeitfulness, ingrdtitude, 
&o. Which cometh by our evil depraved nature, which, learning, 
religion, and right reason ought always to cxtorinmaie. 

16. — Viuoo culminating, doth generally raise the native 
to magistracy. It confers a toleration of great authority, it 
transfers many benefits to others, from whom it receives not the 
like favour. 

17. — Taubus in the west angle, presents ypu with wioh as 
at length you will see oppressed by sundry kinds of misiSortunes ; 
this sign there incites you to love, luxury, feasting, pleasurei;, and 
jesting. 

18. — Pisces posited in the fourth, endues the minds of the 
natives with much faith, integrity, and dexterity of wit, whereby 
they gain great authority in their administrations ; they delight 
to walk and dwell near rivers. 

THE PLANETS IN THE HOUSES OF HEAVEN. 

19. — The sun in the third, presages journeys, in the cause of 
honour and dignities. He brings a mutation of places and hon- 
our in foreign countries. 

20. — Mercury there well posited, renders a man most learned 

in almost every science (whereof 1 could produce innucoeraUe 
examples) that will invent many things by their own ingenuity. 
They are fortunate in eoclesiastioal things, wridag, and mer- 
ohandiae. j. 
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21. — Veuua most excellently well collected in the fourth, will 
give you large possessions and habitations, chiefly in the latter 
part of your age. She declares the period of your life honourable 
and praise- worthy. 

22. — Mars in the flrst, and there not tinfortunate, makes a man 
courageous, rash, bold ; sometimes he there presageth wounds 
in the head and face. 

23. — 'Jupiter in the fifth, doth give good, fortunate, and obedi- 
ent children, and doth also sometimes confer g^eat rewards from 
great men. He makes men fortunate in embassies. 

24. — Saturn thus located in the eighth, gives many inherit- 
ances by legacies. He there threatens death by catarrhs, coughs. 
eoDsumptions, and sometimes the pestilenoe. 

THB PLANETS IN THE SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC. 

25. — The sun in the house of Saturn, makes the vital virtue 

more robust, and as it were compact, whence he gives a longer 
life than ordinary. • 

2(i.t--The moon in the house of Jupiter, promotes all things 
that are good j yet being here afflicted by the quartile of Mai s, 
excites some strife In possessions, and often reiterateth small 
favours. 

27. — Saturn in the house of Mercury, gives profound wit, and 
occult sciences. 

28. — Jupiter in the house of Mars, indifferently well affected, 
maketh a man victorious. 

29. — The same is signified by Mars In the mansion of Jupiter. 
Thus both of them render the native very gracious with princes 
and noblemen, and under them to have authority. 

30. — Venus in the house of Jupiter bestows many benetlts, 
either by the moans of ladies, or of ecclesiasticAl preferments. 
She also makes you discreet, honest, faithful, and healthful ; 
sometimes she will cause strife and quarrelling with your neigh- 
bours, and some of your friends, because Venus is exposed to 
the quadrature of Mors, 

31. — Mercury in the house of Saturn always gives a profound 
wit, and a person that is ever anxious to obtain all sciences, 

THE LORDS OF THE HOUSES. 

32. — The lord of the horoscope being received by Jupiter, and 
being in reception also by houses, deoh^ a generous mind* 

33. — The lord of the second in the fifth, increaseth your wealth 
by means of receiving rewards and premiums bestowed on you by 
great men, 

34. — The lord of the third in the eighth, causeth journeys either 
on the behalf of some that are dead, or conoeming some legacies, 
or by reason of some infectious diseuee. He often destroys elder 
brothers, &o,, or is often employed on very sudden business* 
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35. — The lord of the fourth in the fifth, makes you fortunate 
in tilling of the ground, and In navigation. 

36. — The lord of the fifth in the ascendant, brings gladneea 
and delight to you, from things that are immoveable, such as the 
building of good houses, fortunate in gaming, pleasure, and com- 
fort with your children, who will make good martial men, being 
of a bold spirit. 

37. — Mars, lord of the sixth in the first, causeth you to be 
afflicted with many hot diseases ; but this is moderated by the 
reception and position of Jupiter, 

38. — The lady of the seventh in the fourth, presageth strife 
about the father’s or wife’s inheritance, because she is not so 
much afiiicted by Mars. 

39. — The lord of the eighth in the third, shows that the na- 
tive shall survive all his broihors; but he often desigueth death 
in a foreign country. 

40. — The lord of the ninth in the third, causeth many jour- 

neyb for the sake of dignities, dec. • 

41. — The lord of the tenth in the third, makes the native more 
honourable than the rest of hie brethren. 

42. — The lady of the eleventh in the fourth, denotes a second 
fortune in goods that are immoveable, especially in old age, and 
that by means of her father. 

43. — The lady of the twelfth in the fourth shows contention »» 
and strife for the possession of houses, lands, and other goodr, 
chattels, See. 

JUDGMENT BY THE HAND ENCLOSED IN THE 
FIGURE. 

1. — The vital end is continued, but yet marked with some 
iuclosures, although but slender ones; whence I judge you will 
be afflicted with some diseases about the 14tL, 30th, and 4Ckh 
years of your age, 

2. — Venus is fortunate in this nativity, and therefore she hath 
thus raised her region wilh the accustomed furrows. 

3. — The hepatica decently drawn, and without sections, argues 
a good temperature of the liver, health of body, and a life that 
is long enough. 

4. — The meusa full of branches denotes an increase of riches. 

6. ~The mensa formed by a decent space, promiscuously bear- 
ing the character of Jupiter under the region of the annular, is an 
argument of honours, chiefly ecclesiastical. Observe also, that 
the sun and the moon, the two great lights of heaven, do claim 
the dominion of the ninth house in this nativity. 

6. — The place of Jupiter beautified with a most clear little 
line, the same ; so likowdse the tuberoulum of the sun decently 
furrowed. 

7. — The moon’s region presenting a clear incisor, denotee 
Journeys. 
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8. — The dominion of Ideronry is almost obvious, in that he 
oaoellently adometh his region, aa also the first Joint of the 
aurioular. 

9. — The cephalica oontributes to the wit, in that it decently 
coiopoeeth the triangle. Jupiter, Venus, and Mercury doth the 
like. 

10. — Satan also hath some portents, especially a disease, in 
that he bears a character under his finger. 

11. — The parallel h'nes which run through the midst of the 
hand toward the fo 2 *ient, oonflrm the arguments of felicity. 

12. — The Saturnia produced even to the hepatica, declares an 
upright heart, judgment, and manners. The same having a 
cross about the restricts, argues a peaceable and most honour- 
able old age. 

GENERAL ELECTIONS. 

In the use of all purgative medicines, you must duly observe 
the moon being ill Scorpio, Aquarius, and the third decade of 
Pisces, although she be not joined either to Jupiter or Venus; 
for the conjunction of those planets with the moon, inhibits the 
virtue of the purgative medicine in regard as to the effect they 
have upon the body, and iuoiiue the medicine to the nature of 
nourishment. — In other actions, as in buying of houses, in jour- 
neys, and the commencement of administratiouB, &c. Let the 
moon be in Aries, Taurus, Cancer, Librsi, or Aquarius, and as- 
pooted by one or both of the fortunate planets ; and as for the 
day of the week, let it be either on a Wednesday, Thursday, or 
Friday. But you shall hereafter be taught to choose and elect 
good, proper, and most fortunate times and seasons for every 
purpose under heaven, in that work which is now preparing for 
the press, called The Book of Knowlege, Ac. ; and if we now 
duly examine this flg^ure by the most noble, grand, and beautiful 
science of

1. — Wo shall find that Rulius being posited in the ascendant, 
shows a very deceitful, wicked person, much given to vice of 
every kind, lying, and deceit, by the depravity and corruption of 
our fallen nature ; heuoe oomes in the necessity of regeneration. 
These vices, which are so predominant in us, must be absolutely 
destroyed by the means of religion, and also by the power of the 
Most High God. 

2. — Acquisitio in the second, brings great riches to the native. 

3. — Tristitia and Cancer in the third, shows the death of your 
hrethren, and danger from thieves on journeys. 

4. — Letitia in ths fourth, indicates lands and inheritances, with 
wome trouble and contention attending the same. 

6.— Pner in the fifth, shows valiant noble children^ Ac. 
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6w — Amisfio in the sixth, indicates hot diseases. 

7. — Amissio and Albus in the seventh, gives yon a talkative 
wife, who has well learnt the art of sodding her husband, whe- 
ther he deserves it or not. 

8. — Populua in the eighth, gives you some good legacies, and 
doth also promise you a long life, with a naturd death, and per- 
haps after you have taken some long voyage. 

9. — Fortune Major in the ninth, gives you ecclesiastical pre- 
ferments, and the favour of groat men. 

10. — Conjunotio in the tenth, gives you g^at honour and 
dignities, by means of your learning and abilities, 

11. — Puella in the eleven! h, gives you many friends, and 
some of them are ladies of high rank ; but the reason why they 
thus favour you with their osteom, I am not going to tell all 
the world, for kiss and tell, they say, is worse than swearing. 

12. — Rubius in the twelfih, will give you many private ene- 
mies, who will env^’ your situation, and cause you some trouble. 

Those ladies and gentlemen who are desirous of obtaining a 
competent, full, and clear knowledge and understanding of this 
most noble, excellent, and most admirable science of Gootnancy,

OF MOLES. 

Showing the Situation of Moles, and the hulication they 

give of a Person's Disposition, and future Lot in Life. 

Though moles are, in their substance, nothing else than ex- 
otescenoes, or ebullitions which proceed from the state of the 
blood whilst the foetus is confined in the womb, yet they are not 
given in vain, as they are generally characteristic of the disposi- 
tion and temper of those that bear thorn ; and it is also proved 
by daily experience that from the shape, situation and other cir- 
oumslanccs, they bear a strong analogy to the events which are 
to happen to a p<ir8on in future life. But before I presume to give 
any directions to those who are to form the prognostic, who are de- 
sirous to be duly enabled to pronounce an infallible judgment, 1 
shall, in the first place, teach you how to tell and duly inform 
any person whom you never saw in your life, even at a hundred 
or ten thousand miles didtanoe, os what pax^oular parts of 
b^y they have any* 
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MARKS, SCARS, OR MOLES. 

From and by the Figure of the Heavene, at the Time oj 
their Births without any other Communication or Refer- 
ence whatever. 

In the first place, you mtLst observe what sign that is which 
Is upon the cusp of the ascendant, and in that part of the native’s 
body which that sign governs, there will be a mole. For instance, 
if Aries be the sign ascending at birth, the mole will be on the 
head or face *, if Taurus, on the neck or throat ; if Oeiuini, on 
the arms or shoulders ; If Cancer, on the breast ; and upon any 
other part of the body, which the sign ascending shall govern. 
Observe next, in which of the houses the lord of the ascendant 
is posited, and in that part of the body the sign governs which 
happens to fall upon the cusp of that house, the native will have 
another mole. Next observe the sign descending on the cusp of 
the sixth house, and in whatsoever part of the body that sign 
governs, the native will find another mole ,• and upon that mem- 
ber also which is signified by the sign, wherein the lord of the 
sixth house is posited, will be found another, Observe also what 
sign the moon is posited in, and in that part of the body which 
is governed by it, shall ihc native or querent find another mole. 
If the planet Saturn be the significator, the mole is either black 
or of a dark colour. If Mars be the significator, and in a fiery 
sign, it then resembles a scar, cut, or dent in the flesh, but in 
any other sign it is a red mole. If Jupiter be the significator, 
the mole is of a purple or bluish cast. If the Sun, it is of au 
olive or chestnut colour. If Yenus, it is yellow ; if Mercury, of 
a pale lead colour; if the Moon, it is whitish, or participates of 
the colour of that planet with which she happens to be in aspect. 
And if the planet which gives the mole be much impedited or 
afflicted, the mark or mole will then be larger or more visible to 
the eye of the beholder. 

If the sign and planet which gives the mark or mole be mas- 
culine, it is then situated on the right side of the body ; but if 
feminine on the left side. If the significator or planet which 
gives the mole, be found above the horizon, that is, from the 
cusp of the ascendant to the cusp of the seventh either in the 
twelfth, eleventh, tenth, ninth, eighth, or seventh house, the 
mark or mole will bo on the forejiai-t of the body ; but if the 
significator be under the earth, that is, in either the first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth, or sixth house, it will be situated on the 
back or hinder part of the body. If only a few degrees of the 
sign ascend upon the horoscope, or dosoend on the sixth, or the 
moon be posited in the beginning of any sign, the said mole or 
mark will be found upon the upper part of the member those 
signs govern. If half the degrees of a sign asoend, or the sig- 
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sifflcatoni are posited in the middle of any sign, the mole will be 
in the middle of the member ; bnt if the last degrees of a sign, 
the said mark or mole will then be sitnated on the lower part of 
the member snch sign governs. 

These observations are of excellent nse, in -order to know whe- 
ther a question be radical, flit, and proper to be judged ; for if 
the question be found thus radical, the time rightly taken, and 
the querent of sufficient age, this rule will never be found to fail. 

I shall now proceed to give yon herein the common prognos- 
ticatJons by moles found in all the various parts of the body, 
according to the doctrine of the ancients. And first, it is essen- 
tially necessary to know the size of the mole, its colour, whether 
it be perfectly round, oblong, or angular ; b^use each of these 
will add to or diminish the force of the indication. The larger 
the mole, the greater the prosperity or adversity of the person ; 
the smaller the mole, the less will be his good or evil fate. If 
the mole is round, it indicates good ; if oblong, a moderate share 
of fortunate events ; if angular, it gives a mixture of good and 
evil ; the deeper the colour, the more it announces favour or 
disgrace; the lighter, the less of either. If it is ver>' hairy, 
much misfortune may be expected ; but if few long hairs grow 
upon it, it denotes that your undertakings will be prosperous* 

2. — A mole that stands on the right side of the forehead 
or right temple signifies that the person will arrive to sudden 
we;dth and honour, according to his birth and situation In life ; 
which must always be attended to with due consideration. 

3. — A mole on the right eyebrow announces speedy raarriag®, 
and that the person to whom you will be married will possess 
many amiable qualities and a good fortune, 

4. — A mole on the loft of either of these three places, announces 
unexpected disappointment in your most sanguine wishoe. 

6. — A mole on the outsids corner of either eye, denotes the 
person to bs of a steady, sober, and sedate disposition ; but will 
be liable to a violent death. 

6. — A mole on either check, signifies that the person never 
shall rise above mediocrity in point of fortune, though, at the 
same time, he never will fall into real poverty. 

7. — A mole on the nose, shows that the person will have good 
siicceBB in the most of his or her undertakings. 

8. — A mole on the lip, either upper or lower, proves the person 
to be fond of delicate things, and much given to the pLasures of 
love, in which he or she will most commonly he successful. 

9. — A mole on the chin, foreshows that the person will be 
attended with great prosperity, and be highly esteemed. 

10. — A mole on the side of the neck, shows that the person 
narrowly escape suffocation; but will afterwards rise to 

great consideration by an unexpected legacy or inlioritance. 

11. — A mole on the tkroat denotes that the person shall be- 
oome riot by marrimge. 
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12. — A mole on the right breast, deolaree the person to be 
exposed to sudden reverse from comfort to distress, by unavoid- 
ably accidents. Most of his children will be girls. 

13. — mole on the left breast signifies success in undertak- 
ings, and an amorons disposition. Most of his children will be 
boys. 

14. — A mole on the bosom, portends mediocrity of health and 
fortune. 

16. — A mole under the left breast, over the heart, foreshows 
that a man will be of a warm disposition, unsettled in mind, fond 
of rambling, and light in his conduct. In a lady, it shows sin- 
cerity in love, quick conception, and easy travail in child-birth. 

16. — A mole on the right side over any part of the ribs, de- 
notes the person to be pusillanimous, and slow in understanding, 
any thing that may he attended with diffliMilty. 

17 . — A mole on the belly, denotes the person to be addicted 
to sloth and gluttony, selfish in almost all articles, and seldom 
inclined to be nice or careful in point of dress. 

18. — A mole on either hip, shows that the person will have 
many children, and such of thorn as survive will be healthful, 
lusty, and patient in all hardships. 

19. — A mole on the right thigh, shows that the person will 
become rich, and also fortunate in marriage. 

20. — A mole on the left thigh, denotes that the person suffers 
much by poverty and want of friends, as also by the enmity and 
injustice of others. 

21. — A mole on the right knee, signifies that the person will 
be fortunate in the choice of a partner for life, and meet with few 
disappointments in the world. 

22. — A mole on the left knee portends that the person will be 
rash, inconsiderate, and hasty, but modest when in cool blood, * 
honest, and inuliued to good behaviour. 

23. — A mole on either leg shows that the person is indolent, 
thoughtless, and indifferent as to whatever may happen. 

24. — A mole on either ankle denotes a man to be inclined to 
effeminacy and elegancy of dress — a lady, to be courageous, 
active, and industrious, with some spioe of the termagant. 

Various are the opinions of authors respecting this art of di- 
vination by moles, but the before-mentioned definitions appear 
to me to come as near the truth as possible. However, the best 
way of giving judgment upon the fate of any native is first to 
duly examine the faoe of the heavens at the time of their birth ; 
then, secondly, judge the same by their whole assemblage of 
foaturos, contained In &e never-failing and well established rules 
of physiognomy ; then, thirdly, you may likewise give judgment 
upon all the past, present, and future events of thedr natural 
lives, by that admirable, most wonderful, and valuable smenoe of 
Chirpmanoy or Palmistry ; then, fourtMy, by ootnpaiing yoqjr 
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•afd jud^ent in all the above mentioned icienoei with this said 
prognostication of moles, yon will then sot how they agree in 
respect to their several aoooonte, which are thus to be derived 
from them, always remembering that the major number of testi- 
monies, and the most votes, will always carry the day ; therefore, 

I do advise you to carefally regulate your judgment accordingly. 
But if it were necessary, I could confirm and prove by example 
the doctrine I have herein before taught by precept, ooncemiug 
the discovery of all, each, and every one of the marks, moles, or 
scars, which the querent or native hath about his body, from the 
face of the heavens at the time of his birth, even upon a suppo- 
sition that the said person was ten thousand miles distant from 
the artist at the same time. 

Seeing that it is always my most sincere wish to introduce 
every thing that may be truly beneficial and useful to my pupils, 
and all the young students in general, I do also now herein 
further inform them for their encouragement, that when any 
one of them shall have obtained by his own labour and industry 
alone more knowledge^ wisdom^ and learning in all kinds of 
arts and sciences, both celestial and terrestrialt manifest or 
occult^ <!hc.y than I have^ I will then make him a present of a 
silver cup. 

We will now proceed by a proper and regular gradation to our 
promised discourse, by a concise dissertation on cards. 

PROGNOSTICATION BY CARDS. 

I myself have witnessed a great number of most wonderful 
and useful conclusions which have been produced by this science, 
and many future events have been foretold ; but much depends 
herein on the ingenuity and skill of the artist, who after having 
duly obtained the true and full meaning that each card in a pack 
bears separately, and in its independent state, he must be also 
most fully enabled to form, judge, and vary all their several 
mixtures, company, and combinations, which are easily deducted, 
and calculated by any person of an ordinary common oapaoity, 
for these cards (like the planets, men and other things) are oft^ 
somewhat altered and changed from their natural state by the 
mixture of the company in which they are found, which said 
rule must always be duly attended to throughout the whole 
course of practice in the same. This divination by cards is a 
kind of geomantio lot, and these kind of lots were always held in 
the highest efitiroation and repute by the ancients, so that they 
would perform no work of great importance without first oon- 
Biilting these kind of lots, for whatever divinations and predictions 
of human events are made and formed in this way and manner, 
must of necessity, besides the lot, have some sublime oooult 
cause, which inde^ shall not be a cause by aoddent, such as 
Aristotle (and some in the present day) desoribes fortune to bei,

For, in the eeriee of oanseii, • oftose by aooident oan never be the 
prime end enfflcient oatue. Ko, we miut look higher, and find 
oat a caase which may know and intend the effect. It is no 
mailer whether we make cards or any thing else the instru- 
merU with which we work in these high mysteries. Let the 
instrument be what it will, we well know how, and by whom, 
the particular and general effects of every action, subject, matter, 
and thing are always produced; therefore we must not place 
this in corporeal nature, but in immaterial and incorporeal sub* 
stances, which indeed administer the lot, and dispense the signi- 
fication of the truth ; as in men's souls or departed spirits, or in 
otlestial intelligences. Now that there is in a man’s soul a 
sufficient power and virtue to direct such kind of lots, it is hence 
manifest, bcc^ause there is in our souls a divine virtue and simi* 
litude, apprehension and power of all things, and all things have 
a natural obedience to it, and so of necessity have a motion and 
efficacy to that which the soul desires, with a strong vehement 
desire, and all the virtues and operations of natural and artificial 
thing obey it, when it is carrifnl forth into the excess of desire, 
and then all lots of what kind soever are assisting to the appetite 
of such a mind, and acquire to themselves wonderful virtues of 
passages, a.- from that, so from the celestial opportunity in that 
hour in which the excess of such a like appetite doth most of all 
exceed in it. And this is the grmind and foundation cf all 
astrological and geomantic questions. Wherefore the mind 
being thus elevated in the excess of any desire, taketh of itself 
an hour and opportunity most convenient and efficacious, on 
which the figure of the heavens being made and set, the artist 
may then judge the same, and plainly know concerning any 
8ub|oct, matter or thing, which he may desire or be inquisitive 
to know. Therefore whatsoever kind of presage these sorts of 
lots portend and promise, it cannot be made by mere chance, 
but from a spiritual cause, by virtue whereof the phantasy or 
hand of him that oasteth the lot is moved, either by that power 
which proceeds from the soul of the operator, through the great 
excess of his affection, or from a celestial influence, or from a 
certain spirit assisting er moving from on high. Let the said 
instruments, which are used in these kind of operations, be made 
and composed of what they will, whether of Cards, or Qeomanoy, 
or any thing else, the effect is still the same ; seeing that there 
are kinds of certain lots that have a divine power of oracles ; and 
are as it were indexes of a divine judgment. 
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THE EXPLANATION OF THE CARDS, 

A.HD HOir TO DITIim THEM. 

In the first place, take a pack of curds and shutBe them well 
three times over, and making your signifioator which queen you 
pleoae (if a lady performs the operations for herself, or king if a 
gcutleman), then proceed to lay them on the table, nine in a row, 
and wherever you find yourself placed, count nine cards every way, 
not foi '^ett.in^r your said signiflcator, and then you will see what 
card your sigiiiflcator comes in company with, and whatever it 
fa, so it will happen to you. 

If two red tens come against your said signiflcator, It is a sign 
of marriage or prosperity; the ace of diamonds is a ring, the ace 
of hearts is your house, the ace of clubs is a letter, the ace of 
spades is death, or some grievous aflliction, spite, or quarrelling 
(for that is the worst card in the pack.) The ten of diamonds 
* is a journey. The throe of hearts is a salute, the three of spades 
is tears, the ten of spades is sickness, the nine of spades is sad 
disappointment or trouble, the nine of clubs shows a jovial enter- 
tainment or revelling, the nine of hearts foasring, the ten of 
clubs travelling by water, the ten of hearts some place of amuse- 
ment, tho fu e of heart s a present, the five of clubs a bundle, the 
six of spadc's a child, the seven of spades a removal, the three of 
clubs fighting, the eight of clubs confusion, the eight of spades a 
roadvvj’.y, tho four of clubs a strange bed, the nine of diamonds 
business, the five of dianjonds a settlement, the five of spades a 
surprise, the two red eights new clothes, the three of diamonds 
speaking with a frk-nd, the four of spades a sick bed, the seven 
of clubs a prison, the two c>f spades a false friend, the four of 
hearts a marriage- bed. When several diamonds come together, 
it is a sign that you will soon receive some money, several hearts 
love, several clubs drink and noisy troublesome company, and 
several spades trouble and vexation. 

If a married lady doth lay the cards, she must then make her 
husband the king of the same suit she is queen of ; but if a sin- 
gle lady doth make use of this science, she must make her lover 
what king she may think proper; the knaves of the same suit 
are the meu*s thoughts, so that they may know what they are 
thinking of, counting nine cards, from where they are pla<'-ed ; 
and if any lady should wish to kuow whether she shall obtain 
her desires in any particular subject, matter, or thing whatso- 
ever, lot her shuffle tho cards well, most seriously and earnestly 
wishing all the time for one thing, she must then out them once, 
particularly observing at the same time what card that is which 
she outs, then shuffle them again, and deal them out into three 
parcels, which being done, looking carefully over every parcel, 
a?id if that said particular card which you have Just out dot]^ 
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oome next yourself or next the &oe of heertif yon will hxve yonr 
wish, but If the nine of epadee i« next to youi yon mnat thon 
judge the contrary, as that is a disappointment ; however, you 
may try It three times, taking the major number of testimonies 
for a ground whereon to place your judgment. 

This method of using the cards is both innocent and will afford 
you amusement, while that common destructive and most per- 
nicious habit of gamiivg^ would otherwise tend to promote and 
cvmmlete the ruin of both your soul and body. 

How many very respectable females have there been thus 
ruined. How many fine young nun have there been brought 
to the scaffold^ ana other such wretched doleful places^ by 
this most dangerous vise, gaming. I have many dmos seen and 
wituossod, even in common families, living in country villages, 
that the losers (even when they have been playing for nothing) 
have had their countenances deranged and disfigured to an ex- 
cessive degree, accompanied by language the most diabolical they, 
could possibly invent, in order to vent their rage and passion on 
what they term ill-luck, even to the utter destruction of their 
souls and bodies, together with the discomposure and abuse of 
the company in which they chance to be mixed, and are both a 
disgrace to themselves and all around them ; yet this is what 
they generally call an innocent ganu of cards. But let me 
ask you what must be the case when they are playing for largo 
and considerable sums of money } thou their peace of mind, and 
the happiness and tranquillity of their poor unfortunate families, 
must go to the pot. — Itoader, lot you and mo always avoid such 
destructive and most dangerous company ; lost we, like a great 
memy other such \infortunate beings, may chance to meet our 
repentance when it comes too late.

By which Fortunes are told in a most singular and 
diverting manner. 

LOVERS' HEARTS. 

Four young persons, but not more, may play at this game \ 
or three, by making a dumb hand, or sleeping partner, as at 
whist. Play this game exactly the same in every game, making 
the queen, whom you call Venus, above the ace, the aces in this 
game only standing for one, and hearts must be led off by the 
person next the dealer. He or she who gets most tj icks this way 
(each taking up their own, and no partnership) will have most 
lovers, and the king and queen of hearts in one hand shows 
matrimony at hand ; but woe to the unlucky one who gets no 
tricks at the deal, or does not hold a heart in his or her hand ; 
they ▼ill be unfortunate in love, and long tarry before they many. 
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CUPID AND HYMEN. 

TlirM ar« enough for this gamO) deal the cards equally ; 
those who hold kings, hold friends ; queens are rivals ; knaves, 
shame ; knaves alono, lover ; three, surprises ; aoe, sorrow ; 
two together, shows a child before marriage; if a king alone iu 
inher hand ^th the aoes, she stands a good ohanoe ; but if a 
queen Is with him, she will never marry the father ; the nine of 
hearts gives the wi^ that you have most at heart ; the nine of 
diamonds, money ; and the nine of clubs, a new gown or ooat ; 
but the nine of spades is sorrow. A queen and a knave in one 
hand, bids fair for a secret intrigue. 

HYMEN’S LOTTERY. 

Let each one present deposit any sum agreed on, but of course 
some trifle ; put a complete pack of cards, well shuffled, In a bag 
or reticule. Let the party stand in a circle, and the bag being 
^ handed round, each draw three. Pairs of any kind are favourable 
omens of some good fortune about to occur to the party, and gets 
from the pool the sum back that each agreed to pay. The king 
of hearts is here made th^' god of lovs, and cluims doubls, and 
gives a faithful swain to the fair one who hoe the g(>od fortune 
to draw him ; if Venus, the queen of hearts, is with him, it is 
the conquering prize, and clears the pool ; fives and nines are 
"reckoned crosses and misfortunes, and pay a forfeit of the sum 
agreed on to the pool, besides the u.iual stipond at each new 
game ; three nines at one draw, shows the l^y will be an old 
maid ; three fives a bad husband. 

MATRIMONY, 

Let three, five, or seven young women stand in a circle, and 
draw a card out of a bag ; she who getS' the bigbost card, will be 
married first of the company, whether she be at the present time 
maid, wife, or widow ; and shs who has the lowest, has the* 
longest time to stay ere the sun shines on her wedding-day ; she 
who draws the ace of spades will never bear the name of wife ; 
and she who has the nine of hearts in this trial, will have one 
lover too many to her sorrow. 

CUPID’S PASTIME. 

By this game you may amuse yorirself and friends, and at the 
same time learn some curious particulars of your future fate ; 
and though apparently a simple, yet it is a sure method, as seve- 
ral young persons havs acknowledged'to the sybil who first pre- 
sent them with the rules. 

Several may play at the game, it requiring no number, only 
leaving out on their board, not exposed to view ; eacii per- 
'•on puts a Iial^[>enny in the pool, and the dealer double. The 
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ace of diamoadfi is made prinoipal, and takes all the other aoes, 
&C., like Pam at Loo ; twos and threes in your hand are luck ; 
four a oontinuanoe in your present state ; fives, trouble ; sixes, 
profit ; sevens, plague ; eights, disappointment ; nines, surprises ; 
tens, settlement , knaves, sweethearts ; kings and queens, friends 
and acquaintances ; ace of spades, death ; ace of clubs, a letter ; 
and the ace of diamonds, with ten of hearts, marriage. 

The aoe of diamonds being played first, or if it be not out, the 
dealer calls for the queen of hearts, which takes next ; if the ace 
be not cut, and Ihe queen conquers, the person who played her 
will marry that year without a doubt, though it may perhaps 
seem unlikely at the time ; but if she loses her queen, she must 
wait longer ; the ace and queen being called, the rest go in rota" 
tion, as at whist, kings taking queens, queens knaves, and so on, 
and the more tricks you have, the more monr y you get off the 
board on the division after each game; those who hold the nine 
of spades, will soon have some trouble, and they ore also to pay 
a penuy to the board ; but the fortunate fair one who holds the ( 
queen and knave of hearts in the same hand, will soon be mar- 
ried, or if she is already within the pale of matrimony, the will 
have a great rise in life by means of hor husband ; those who 
hold the ace of diamonds and queen of hearts, clear the money 
off the board, and end that game ; it also betokens great pros* 
perity.

RevieTnher, that time is money, for he that can earn ten shil- 
lings H day at his labour, ‘Uid goos abroad, or sits idle at home, 
one half of that day, though he spond but sixpence during his 
diversion, or idleness, ho ought not to rock ‘u that the only ex- 
pense, he hath really wasted, or rather thrown away five shil- 
bngs, besides 

Reniemhe/t ^ that credit is money ; if a man lets his money lie 
in my hands after it is due, because he has a good opinion of my 
credit, he gives me the interest, or so much as 1 can make of the 
money during that time ; this amounts to a very considerable 
sum, where a man hath large credit, and also makes a good use 
of it, 

Rernemher^ that money is of a prolific or multiplying nabire; 
money will produce money, and its offspring will produce more; 
and 80 five shillings turned is six, being turned again is seven 
and three-ponce, and so on, till it becomes a hundred poimdt ;

of on hundred and 'twenty pounds. So much in stock, briskly 
turned by an industrious man, will always produce the greatest 
adyantage to the tradesman* Komember this proverb, that 
the go<^ pay-master Is lord of another man’s purse, for he 
who is known to pay punctually and exactly to the time 
he promises, may, at any time, and on any occasion, raise all 
the money his fnend can spare. This is sometimes of great use, 
next to industry and frugality ; nothing can contribute more to 
the raising of a man in the world thim punctuality in all his 
dealings. Therefore, never keep borrow^ money one single 
hour beyond the time promised, lest the disappointment sho^d 
shut up your friend’s parse for ever, as the most trifling actions 
that affect a man’s credit onght always to be avoided. The sound 
of the hammer at five in the morning, or at nine at night, being 
heard by a creditor, makes him easy six months longer ; — but if 
he sees you at a gaming table, or hears your voice in a tavern 
when yon should be at work, he sends for his money the very 
next day, and demands it before it is convenient for you to pay 
him. Beware of thinking all your own that you possess, and of 
living accordingly, this is a mistake that many people of credit 
fall into — but in order to prevent this, always keep an exact 
daily account both of your expenses and also of your daily inoome 
and profits (which hath been my daily practice iifor these last 
twenty years, and I must acknowledge that I have always found 
the good effects of the same.) For if you will only just take the 
trouble at first to enumerate particulars, it will discover unto 3roa 
how wonderfully trifling expenses mount up to a large som ; 
by which you will also disoem what might have been, and also 
what may for the future be saved without causing any groa.* in- 
convenience. In short, the way to obtain riches, if you desire 
it, is as plain as the way to the market, which depends chiefly 
on two things, viz. industry and frugality ; and take care that 
you waste neither time nor money, but daily make use of both ; 
if you take care of the hours and days, the weeks, mouths, and 
years, will also take care of themselves. I have always found, 
by oonstant experienoe, that any business being first well con- 
trived, is more than half done ; for a sleeping fox catches no 
fK;ultry ; there will be sleep enough in the grave ; and also, that 
lost time is seldom found again, for that whioh we generally eall 
time enough, always proves little enough ; for sloth makes things 
difficult, while industry mokes them easy. He that rieee late 
must trot hard all day, and ehall scarce overtake his business ai 
night — ^for laamess travels so slow that poverty eoox overtakes 
him. Drive your business, but let not that drive you } lor early 
to bed and early rise, Is the way to become healthy, wealthy, and 
wlsa. Induatry need not wiih— whUa he who Itm on a wtfm 
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hope, will die fantlng) for we find that ihere is nothing to be done 
or ftooompliBhed under the ion without labour. He that hath a 
trade hath an estate, and he that hath a profeeeion, hath an oflBoe 
and profit with honour ; but then the t^e must be worked at, 
and the profesaion well followed, or they will not enable you to 
pay rent and taxes. For, at the working man’s house, hunger 
looks in but dares not enter; for industry pays debts, while 
despair increases them. Diligence is the mother of good luck, 
as Solomon saith, th-e diliaeTU Tiand makeih ric\ while he 
theU dealeth with a slack haiid^ heccmieih poor ; for God gives 
all things to industry. Then plough deep while the sluggards 
sleep, and you shall have plenty, while others have reason to 
complain of hard times. Therefore, keep working while it is 
call^ to-day, for you know not how much yon may be hindered 
to-morrow ; and never leave that business to be done to-morrow 
which you can do to-day ; for since you are not sure of a single 
hour, throw not that away. How many are they who live daily 
by their wits, and who often break from want of a stock in hand 
— while industry gives comfort, plenty, and respect. Keep your 
shop well, and then your shop will keep you. For it sometimee 
happens that the eyes of a master will do more work than both 
his hands, and more especially if his bead be any reasonable 
length, for the want of care generally doth more damage than 
the want of knowledge. If you do not overlook your workmen, 
you may just awwell leave them your purse open ; for the trust- 
ing too much to the care of others has completely ruined many a

— Creditors have generally much bolter memories than 
debtors, who are also a kind of superstitious sect, great observers 
of set or appointed days and timet ; so that those have but a 
short liont who owe money to be paid at Easter ; for expenses 
are always so constant and certain, that it is much easier to 
build two chimneys than to keep one in fuel ; rather to go to 
bed supperless than to rise in debt ; for to always do unto others 
as you would wish to be done by. Is the first fundamental law of 
natmral justice.

It hath been duly obeerved, by the learned in all ag^ee of the

and the bee, appear to be endowed with the greatest share of 
sagacity. The wisdom of the ant is oonepicuous in forming 
themselves into a kind of rtjpublio, and therein observing, as it 
were, their own peculiar laws and policies ,* but the cunning of 
the spider seems to tjACeed tin t of most other insects ; its various 
artifices to ensnare its prey, is no loss rcrourkablo than its con- 
trivance of a cell or retreat behind its web, where it feasts upon 
its game in safety, and conceals the fragments of those carcases it 
has devoured, without exp(;sing to public view the least remains 
of its barbarity, which might tend to distinguish its plac-e of abode, 
or create the least jealousy in any sect, that t^eir enemy was 
near. Into what history can we look, to find people who are 
governed by laws equal to what we observe in the republic of 
bees ? What expi ri nee can we desire beyond what we observe 
in the cunning spider, to teach us to guard against the artifices 
of those who lay suares to catch the thoughtless and unwary ? 
or what can exceed the indefatigable ant, in teaching us lessons 
of frugality and industry '/ 

The badger, the hedgehog, and the mole, also provide them- 
selves a magazine of plants and herbs, which they foreknow will 
enable them to lie concealed in their holes during the hard frosts 
of winter, contented with their prison, which aflbrds them safety, 
Their holes are constructed with amazing art, and have generally 
two apertures, that in case one should bo beset by an enemy, 
they may escape by the other. — The doublings by the hare, and 
the tricks of (be fox, to escape the hounds, are also astonishing 
Indications of foresight and sagacity. The feathered race are 
likewise endowed with a similar faculty, and often foretell an 
approaching storm a considerable time before it appears, by re- 
tiring in flocks to their holes and hiding-places for shelter and 
protection. The birds of passage seem to inherit this gift in a 
remarkable degree, for they assemble together in prodigious 
flocks at an appointed hour, and take their leave before the ap- 
proach of winter; which they lee will destroy the flies and 
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insects, as they feed on nothing else. And it is no less extraor- 
dinary than true, that these birds return as early as the sun 
brings forth this class of insects into new life, and they have 
also the sagacity to find ont and possess their old nests and 
habitations. The wise provident forecast for self-preservation 
and saff^ty is even extended to the innumerable inhabitanU of 
the immense ocean, where we see the fishes, pressed by unceasing 
hunger, indiscriminately prey upon one another, the large upon 
the sLooll, even of its own species ; whence the smaller fish in 
regular gradations, when in danger of being devoured, fiy for an 
asylum to the shallow waters, where they know their tnemy 
either cannot or dare not come to pursue them. And this pursuit 
of one species of fish after another, is by no means confined to a 
single region ; for we find shouls of them pursuing one another, 
from the vicinity of the pole even down to the equator, and thus 
the cod from the banks of Newfoundland pursues the whiting, 
which flies before it, even to the southern shores of Spain, It is 
astonishing also, that herrings, which appear to generate towards 
the north of Scotland, regularly make their way once i; year to 
the BritiBh Charinel. Their voyage is conducted with the ut- 
most regularity, and the time of their departure is fixed frotu the 
month of June to August They always aaBernble together before 
they sot out, and uo siragglors are over found from the general 
body. It i« impoenible to assign any cause for this emigration ; 
but it doubtleat proceeds from the same instinctive impulse with 
which all orders of Huirnated nature are more or less endued.

The 
mag|>i6 informs you thaf you will soon hear news, and ooine into 
company ; but whether such news l>e good or bad, observe whe- 
ther it <k)mes from the right hand or the left. The screech owl 
is always unfortunate, for, shout the 17th Oct. 1807, Grantham 
church was a repository for a number of owls every evening, for 
about on< month, when it followed, that before that time the nest 
year, that same church was actually robbed of all its plate and 
money, to a large umount, by a gang of villains, in ttie dead of 
the night, to the groat loss and detriment of the whole parish. 
If you meet -parrows, it in uiifortunate, except for K>vt, Flies 
indicate importnnity and impudent affronts ; cooks meeting you, 
or crowing against your house, inform you of vi-dtors coxning, and 
success in your journeys and business.

CURIOUS AND INSTRUCTIVE INFORMATION ON 
PHYSIOGNOMY. 

Strength of Body is known by a stiff hair, large bones, firm 
and robuet limbs, short muscular nock, firm and erect, the head 
broad and high, the forehead short, bard, and peaked, with 
bristly hair, largo feet, rather thick and broad, a harsh, unequal 
voice and choleric complexion. 

Weakness of Body is distinguished by a small, ill -proportioned 
head, narrow shoulders, soft skin, and melancholy complexion. 

The Signs of Long Life are strong teeth, a sunguiue tern- 
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perament, middle size, large, deep and ruddy lines in the hand* 
large muscles, stooping shoulders, full chest, Brin flesh, clear 
complexion, slow growth, wide oars, and large eyelids. 

Snort Life may bo inferred from a thick tongue, the appear- 
ance of grinders before the ago of puberty, thin, straggling, and 
uneven teeth, confused lines in tho hand, of a quick but small 
growth. 

A good GenixLS may be expected from a thin skin, middle 
stature, blue blight eyes, fair complexion, straight and pretty 
strong hair, an affable aspect, the eyebrows joined, moderation 
in mirth, an open cheerful countenance, and tho temples a little 
concave. 

A Dunce ha known by a swoln neck, plump arms, sides, 
and loins, a round head, concave behind, a largo fleshy forehead, 
pale eyes, a dull heavy look, small joints, snullling nostrils, and 
a proneneas to laughter, little hands, on ill -proportioned head, 
either too big or too little, blubber lips, short iingors, and thick 
legs. 

Fortitude ia promised from a wide mouth, a sonorous voic^, 
grave, slow, and always equal, upright posture, large eyes, pretty 
open and steadfast, the hair high above the forehead, the head 
much compressed or flafti nod, the fondioad square and high, 
the extremities large and robust, tho neck firm though not fleshy, 
a large, corpulent chest, and brown complexion, 

Jioldness is^haiacierihed by u prominrnL mouth, rugged ap- 
pearance, rough forehead, arched eye-brows, large nostrils and 
teeth, short neck, great arms, ample chest, square shoulders, and 
a froward countenan<3e. 

Prudence is generally disfinguir^Ued by a head which ia flat 
on ihe sides, a broad square forehead a little concave in the mid- 
dle, a soft voice, and a broad chest, thin hair, light eyes, cither 
blue, brown, or black, largo ears, and an a<iuiline nose. 

A good MeTnoiy is commonly attached to those persons who 
are siuallor, yet better formed in ihe upper tloin the lower parts, 
not fit but fleshy, of a fair delicate skiu, with the poll of the 
head uncovered, crooked nose, teeth thick set, large ears, with 
plenty of cartilage. 

A had Memory is observable in persons who are larger in 
their superior than inferior parts, fleshy though dry and bald, — 
N. B. This is expressly contrary to the opinion of Aristotle, 
who says that the superior parts being larger than the inferior, 
signify a good memory, and vice versa. 

A good Imagination and thoughtful Disposition are dia- 
tiuguished by a large prominent forehead, a fixed and attentive 
look, slow respiration, and an inclination of the head. 

A good Sight is enjoyed by those persons who have generally 
black, thick, straight eye-lashes, large bushy eye-brows, concave 
eyes, ooutraoted as it were inwards 
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Short-sighted People have a stem, earnest look, small short 
eyebrows, lar^ pupils, and prominent eyes. 

Sense of a earing. — Those who possess the same in perfec- 
tion, have ears well furnished with gristle, well channelled and 
haii^. 

The Sense of Smelling is most perfect in those who have 
large noses, descending very near the mouth, neither too moist 
nor too dry. 

A nice Faculty of Tasting is peculiar to such as have a 
spongy, porous, soft tongue, well moistened with saliva, yet not 
moist. 

Delicacy in the Touch belongs to those who have a soft skin, 
sensible nerves, and nervous sinews, moderately warm and dry. 

Irascibility is accompanied by an erect posture, a clear skin, 
a solemn voice, open nostrils, moist temples, displaying superfi- 
cial veins, thick neck, equal use of both hands, quick pace, blood- 
shot eyes, large, unequal, ill-ranged teeth, and choleric disposition. 

Timorousness resides where we find a concave neck, pale » 
colour, weak winking eyes, soft hair, smooth plump breast, shrill, 
tremulous voice, small mouth, thin lips, broad thin hands, and 
small shambling feet. 

Melancholy is denoted by a wrinkled countenance, dejected 
eyes, meeting eyebrows, slow pace, fixed look, and deliberate 
respiration. 

An amorous disposition may b(^ known by a fair slender* 
face, a redundancy of hair, rough temples, broad forehead, moist 
ahining eyes, wide nostrils, narrow shoulders, hairy hands and 
arms, well shaped legs. 

Gaiety attends a serene open forehead, rosy agreeable counten- 
ance, a sweet musical tone of voice, an agile body, and soft flesh. 

Envy appears with a wrinkled forehead, frowning, dojfjctod, 
and squinting look, a pale melancholy oouuienance, and a dry 
rough skin, 

inXrepidity often resides in a small body, with red curled 
hair, ruddy countenance, frowning eyebrows, arched and meeting, 
eyes blue or yellowish, large mouth, and red lines in the hand* 

Gentleness or Complacency may be distinguished by a soft 
and moist palm, frequency of shutting the eyes, soft movement, 
slow speech, soft, straight, and lightish coloured hair. 

BashfvXness may be discovered by moist eyes, never wide 
open, eyebrows frequently lowered, blushing cheeks, moderate 
pace, slow and submif sive speech, bent body, and glowing ears of 
a purple hue. 

Temperance or Sobriety is accompanied with equal respira- 
tion, a moderate si^cd mouth, smooth temples of ordinary 
size, either fair or azure, and a short fiat body. 

Strength of Mind is signified by light curled hair, a small 
body, shining eyes, but a little depressed, a grave Intense voice, 
bushy beard, large bread back and shoulders. 
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Pride stands confessed with large eyebrows, a large prominent 
mouth, a broad chest, slow pace, ereot^ head, shrugging shoul- 
ders, and staring eyes. 

Luxury dwells with a ruddy or pale complexion, downy tem- 
ples, bald pate, little eyes, thick nock, corpulent body, large 
nose, thin eyebrows, and hands covered with a kind of down. 

Loquacity may be expected from a bushy beard, broad fingers, 
pointed tongue, eyes of a ruddy hue, a large prominent upper 
lip, and a sharp pointed nose. 

Pervenenesa may be dreaded, when we perceive a high fore- 
head, firm, short, thick, immoveable neck, quick speech, immod- 
erate laughter, fiery eyes, and short fleshy hands and fingers. 


THE ART OF TELLING FORTUNES BY THE GROUNDS 
OF A TEA OR COFFEE CUP. 

Four the Grounds of Coffee of tea into a white cup, shake them 
well about in it, so that their particles may cover the surface of 
the whole cup ; then reverse it into the saucer that all the super- 
fluous parts may be drained off, and the figures required for for- 
tune-telling be formed. 

The person that acts the fortune-teller must always bend his 
, thoughts upon Mm or her that wish to have thoir fortunes told, 
and upon their ihnk and profession, in order to give plausibility 
to their predictions. It is not to be expected upon taking up the 
cup, that the figures will be accurately represented as they are in 
the cards, but it is quite sufficient if they bear some resemblance 
to any of the thirty-two emblems, and the more fertile the fancy 
shall be of the person who inspects the oup, the more he will dis- 
cover in it. 

In other respects, every one who takes a pleasure in this amuse- 
ment must himself be a judge, under what circumstances he is to 
make changes in point of time, speaking just as suits, in the 
present, the past, or the future ; in the eamo manner, thoir in- 
genuity ought to direct them to speak more or less pointedly, and 
dotorminately with regard to sex. 

The roads, or serpentine lines, indicate ways ; if they are cov- 
ered with clouds, and consequently in the thick, they are said to 
be infallible marks of many past or future reverses. But if they 
appear in the clear and serene, are the surest tokens of some for- 
’ innate change near at hand; encompassed with many points or 
dots, they signify an accidental gain of money, likewise long life. 

The riinq signifies marriage ; if a letter is near it, it denotes to 
the person that has his fortune told, the initial of the name of the 
party to be married. If the ring is in the clear, it portends happy 
and lucrative firiendship Surrounded with clouds, denotes that 
the party is to use precaution in the friendship he ia about to oon- 
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tract, lest he should he insidiously deceived ; but it is most inaus« 
picioua, if the ring appears at the bottom of the cup, as it fore- 
bodes an entire separation from the beloved object. 

The leaf of clover may be generally considered a lucky sign. 
Its difhreut dinpo.sitiou in tho cup alone makes the dilTorence ; 
when it is on tho top, it shows that (ho good fortune is not far 
distant, but it is subjcet to delay, if it is in tlie middle or at the 
bottom. Should clouds surroand it, it shows that many disagree- 
able circumstances attend the good fortune; in the clear, it prog- 
nosticates serene and undisturbed happiness, as the party wishes* 

The anchor^ the emblem of hope and commerce, implies suo- 
cessiul busimjfes carried on by water or by laud, if on tho bottom 
of tho cup ; at the top, and in the clear pert, it shovv^s constant 
love and unshaken tiilelity. In the (hick aud cloudy parts it also 
denotes luvi', but tinctured with the inconstancy of the buttertly. 

The scrpe^lty always the emblem of falsehood and enmity, is 
likewise the gerier'Hl sign ul an enemy. On tho top or in the middle 
of the cup, it promises to the consulting party, the triumph which 
he desires over his cuemy ; but ho w-ill not obtain it so easily, if 
the fii’i’pent be in the thick and cloudy part. By the letter which 
appears near the omblem, the enemy may easily be guessed, as it 
makes the initial of its name. 

The letter. -By letters we communicate to our friends either 
pioasant or unpleasant news, and such is the case here ; if this 
emblem is in the clear part, it denot<^8 tho sjxitsly arrival of a con-* 
aiderable remittance of money ; but hemmed in by clouds, it is 
quite the contrary, and forebodes some nudancholy or bad tidings, 
a loss, or some other sinister accident. If it he in the c lear, au(i 
accompanied wit h a heart, lovers may expect, a let ter, which secures 
to tho party the possession of the beloved object ; but in the thick 
It denotes a refusal. v 

The coj/in, the emblem of death, prognosticates the same thing 
here, or at least a long and tedious illness ; if it be in the thick 
at the top of the cup, it signifies a cunsiderable estate left by some 
rich relation ; in the same manner at the bottom, shows that the 
deceased is not so nearly related to the consulting party. 

The star denotes happiness if in the clear, and at the top of 
the cup ,* clouded, or in the thick, it sig^hlics lung life, though 
exposed to various troubles. If dots are about it, it foretells great 
fortune, wealth, high respectability, honours, &c. Several stars 
denote some good aud happy children, but surrounded with dashes, 
shows that the person’s children will cause him or her grief aud 
vexation in old ago, and that you ought to prevent it by giving 
them a good education in time. 

The dog being at all times the emblem of faiih fulness or envy, 
has a twO'fold meaning here. At the top, in the cleai , it signifies 
true and faithful friends ; but if his image be surrounded with 
olouds and dashes, it shows that those whom you take for your 
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MendSf are not to be depended on ; bnt if the dog be at the bottom 
of the onp, you have to dread the effects of extreme envy or 
jealousy. 

TAg lily, — If this omblem be at the top, or in the middle of the 
cup signifies that the connulting party either has, or will have, a 
virtuous spouse ; if it be at the bottom, it denotes quite the reverse. 
In the clear, tho lily further betokens long and happy life; if 
olouiled, or in the (hick, it portends trouble and vexation, espe- 
cially on the part of ono*8 relations. 

The cross, be it one or more, generally predicts adversities ; 
its position vurios, arid so do the circumsianees. If it be at tha 
top, and in the clear, it shows that the inisf-»rtunes of the party 
will soon be at an end, <ir that he will easily get over them ; but 
if it appears in the middle or at the bottom of the thick, the party 
must expect some severe trials. If it appears with dots, either in 
the clear or the thick, it promises a^peedy chrmge in one^s sorrow. 

The clouds, — If they be more light than dark, the person will 
have a good result fnmi wishing, but, if black, it must be given 
'Up, Surrounded with dots, they bring success in trade, and in 
dll undertakings ; but the brighter they are the greater will be the 
haziness. 

The S'un, an emblem of tbo greatest luck and happiness, if in 
the clear ; but in the thick, it denotes a great deal of sadness ; 
, surrounded by dots and dashes, denotes an alteration will speed- 
ily bike place, # 

The Uioon, if it appears in the clear, denotes high honours ; 
in the dark or thick part, it implies sadness, which will, however, 
pass without great prejinlioe ; but if it be at the bottom of the 
cup, the consulting person will be fortunate on water and land. 

Mountain, — If it represent only one mountain, it iudioiites the 
lavoffr of people of high rank, but several of them, especially in 
the thick, are signs of powerful enemies ; if in the clear, denotes 
the contrary, or friends in high life, who ore endeavouring to pro- 
mote tho consulting party. 

Tree. — One tree only, if it be in the clear, or thick part, points 
out lasting good health ; several trees denotes that your wish will 
be accomplished. If they are encompassed with dashes, it is a 
token that your fortune' is in its blossom, and will require some 
time to bring it to maturity.

Woman^ signifies much joy in general. If in the clear this 
emblem has a more favourable Signification than in the thick ; 
there it shows a very greiit happinesa, here a great deal of jealousy. 
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If dota surround the image, it explains the lady’s fertility, or her 
wealth. The different pf)sitioD8 in the cup, show^, at the top, and 
in the middle, that you will be in love with a virgin, but at the 
bottom it marks that she is a widow. 

The ped^striaii^ denotes in general a merchant, good business 
pleasant news, and recovery of lost things. It also signifies that 
the oonsuliing party will soon enlist, or get some new engage' 
ment. 

The rider y denotes good news from abroad in money matters, 
a good situation in a foreign country, or good prospects, lie that 
doubts his fortune, is promised a lasting one by this emblem. 

The mouet . — As this animal lives by stealth, it is also an em- 
blem here of theft and robbery; If it is in the clear, it shows you 
will get again what you lost, in a wonderful manner, but if it ap- 
appears in the thick, you murt renounce this hope. 

The rose^ or any other flower^ the greatest success in the arts 
and sciences ; if the consulting party be married, he will have 
good children, and all the fruits to bo expeett^d from their good 
education in old ago. 

The hearty if it be in the clear, signifies future pleasure. It 
promUos joy at receiving some money if sur rounded with dots. 
If a ring, or two hearts bo together, it signifies that the party is 
about to bo married or betrothed ; if a letter be perceptible near 
it, it shows the initial of a person’s name ; if the letter be in the 
clear, the party in a virgin ; if in the thick a widf^w. 

Garden or Wood^ Hignifies a concourse of people ; in the clear, 
it indicates good friends, of which it will consist ; In the thick, or 
encompassed with siroaks, it warns the consulting person to be 
cautious, and not to take for his friends those who 2 >rofe 8 s them- 
selves as such. 

Birds in general, — In the clear, it signifies that the disagree- 
ables and troubles with which the person sbail have to combat, 
will soon be ove r ; in the thick, it is a sign of a good living, and 
of a sucessful journey, or voyage, which, if there are dashes, will 
be directed to a great distance.

Chrten bush, shows the benevolence and favours of all the oon- 
ulter’t patrons ; it gives some hopes of attaining the honour-the
